Parties clash over 
care home reform 

KENT County Council is to press ahead with 
controversial proposals to shake-up its provi¬ 
sion of care homes for the elderly. 

Thousands of people submitted objections to 
plans which will see four care homes closed, 
others sold to the private sector, and some 
demolished and rebuilt. 

While Labour says the decision makes a 
“mockery of democracy”, the ruling Tories say 
they must “balance today’s needs with the 
demands of the future”. 

KCC says the new provisions will provide 
more choice and better accommodation for an 
ageing population.

together to create more employment opportu¬ 
nities for people, and especially young people, 
absolutely gets my backing,” said Kent County 
Council’s cabinet member for regeneration and 
economic development, Cllr Kevin Lynes. 

“There could be a little more thought 
between businesses about the beginning and 
the end. I’d like to reach a point where we are 
engaging really closely with the private sector 
to find out where the skills gaps will be in 
future, so we can address that and train up 
tomorrow’s workforce, today.” 

One of the main aims of the Keep Kent 
Working campaign is to encourage businesses 
to take on young workers, as a third of the 
county’s unemployed are aged 18-24. 

Cllr Lynes pointed to KCC’s support scheme 
for employers, which drastically reduces the 
bureaucracy involved with taking on an 
apprentice, as an example of how different 
organisations can work together for the benefit 
of all. He added: “The benefit of investing in 
youth is that you get a huge amount of enthu- 
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siasm, energy and drive that comes with being 
young. Letting young people look at things 
with a fresh pair of eyes and question the way 
in which they do things can be so valuable to 
businesses and can give them a serious edge 
over their competitors.” 

The Keep Kent Working campaign manager 
Claire Trevill, who has vast experience of busi¬ 
ness in Kent, says she fully understands what 
employers and employees are going through. 

She has worked closely with the 
Government’s Future Jobs Fund and is cur¬ 
rently acting as a business mentor for young 


people with the Prince’s Trust charity. 

“Everyone is aware that these are tough eco¬ 
nomic times, but that creates an opportunity 
for doing things differently,” said Miss Trevill. 
“And that includes how businesses recruit staff 
and how they take on apprentices and offer 
graduate placements. 

“Our proximity to London has also become a 
blessing and a curse because we lose many of 
our best workers there. But now’s the time to 
stop the brain train and for Kent employers to 
fight back and keep the talent here. 

“Keep Kent Working is a positive campaign 
and I’m pleased this newspaper is giving 
employers and employees the platform to 
communicate good employment practice as 
well as to raise awareness of what help is out 
there to keep Kent strong.”

KCC to push on with 
care homes closures

FIERCE public opposition has 
failed to stop Kent County Council 
from pressing ahead with plans to 
close care homes for the elderly. 

Despite thousands of people expressing 
concern through letters, questionnaires and 
petitions during a 19-week consultation, the 
authority has given itself the go-ahead for the 
proposals put forward in June, last year. 

These include the closure of four care 
homes and the selling-off or rebuilding of a 
further seven. 

Cabinet member for adult social services, 
Cllr Graham Gibbens, announced his deci¬ 
sion on Thursday, claiming the main drivers 
were to provide more choice and better 
accommodation for an ageing population. 

“Clearly there will be people who are 
unhappy that the decisions don’t reflect their 
views,” he said. “The key issue for me, howev¬ 
er, has been the need to balance today’s needs 
with the demands of the future. 

“The consultation was important and use¬ 
ful and I have listened carefully and thor¬ 
oughly to the voices of people who did not 
agree with the original proposals, as well as 
those who do.

“In making my decision I have had to make 
a judgement about whether these objections 
are strong enough to challenge the reasoning 
behind the original proposals. 

“I believe the twin challenges of the present 
and the future are best met by going ahead 
with the recommendations.” 

The four care homes due for closure are 
Ladesfield in Whitstable, Sampson Court in 
Deal, The Limes in Dartford and Lawrence 


House in Folkestone. Bowles Lodge in 
Hawkhurst, Cornfields in Dover, and 
Manorbrooke in Dartford are all to be demol¬ 
ished and replaced with 'extra care’ social 
housing that would allow residents to live 
independently but with carers available 24 
hours a day. 

The shake-up also affects Wayfarers in 
Sandwich, which will be sold as a going con¬ 
cern, and three Swale care homes - Kiln 
Court in Faversham, Doubleday Lodge in 
Sittingbourne, and Blackburn Lodge in 
Sheemess - that KCC will effectively sell to 
the private sector and negotiate an agree¬ 
ment where it can retain rights to places. 

The fate of the Dorothy Lucy Centre in 
Maidstone will be decided later this year. 

Cllr Gibbens’ choices, which cannot be 
implemented until January 24 at the earli¬ 
est, come as little surprise after council offi¬ 
cers recommended there be no changes to the 
original proposals. 

Labour group leader Cllr Leslie Christie 
said last week: “It is a mockery of democracy 
and gives a clear indication of how little ‘local¬ 
ism’ means to KCC. In their report they 
recognise there was strong resistance to the 
proposals, but have adopted a ‘we know best’ 
attitude.”

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NHS is bending 
rules to transfer 
flu vaccine, says 
leading doctor 

A DOCTOR has accused the NHS of “bending the 
rules” to allow for GPs to transfer potentially life¬ 
saving flu vaccine between surgeries. 

Dr Robert Blundell, vice-chairman of the Kent 
Local Medical Association, said risks involved with 
moving drugs from one practice to another meant 
a GP must have a wholesale dealer’s licence, or 
any transfer of medication would be illegal. 

But he stressed that practices did not hold 
such licences. 

“Unless rules are bent it will be difficult to 
exchange vaccines,” he said. “And wholesalers, 
who hold licences, are unlikely to take 
vaccines back to then redistrib¬ 
ute to other practices for fear 
they might not have been 
kept at the correct temper¬ 
ature. If there was some¬ 
thing found to be wrong 
with the drugs, they could 
be liable.” 

His warning followed 
calls from NHS South East 
Coast for surgeries to share 
any surplus stocks of vaccine 
after demand for the jab soared. 

Kent is one of the worst hit areas in the UK for 
low supplies. Last week, a spokeswoman at NHS 
South East Coast, which oversees the county’s 
three primary care trusts, said: “We are urging 
GPs across Kent to share vaccination with neigh¬ 
bouring practices, where possible.” 

But risks involved in moving drugs from one 
place to another include disruption of the ‘cold- 
chain’ which ensures the temperature remains 
the same from storage and transfer through to 
delivery. Hawkhurst GP Dr Blundell said: “The 
temperature of the vaccine must not go above or 
below what it was being stored at previously, oth¬ 
erwise the protein in the vaccine can change, 
which can give rise to risk of vaccine reaction or 
allergic reactions.” 

Swine flu 

He said to move drugs to other surgeries they 
have to be passed back to a wholesaler first. 

“If there is a vaccine being held at a practice 
and something is wrong with it, the practice is 
liable,” he said. “If the drug is sent from a practice 
to a wholesaler and back to another practice, it is 
hard to prove who is liable.” 

Dr Blundell said another reason surgeries did 
not have rights to transfer drugs was to stop the 
risk of GPs ordering in medications to make 
money by exporting them to other countries. 

Health Protection Agency figures showed a 
sharp rise in the number of cases of seasonal flu 
over Christmas. NHS chiefs said the particular 
strain included swine flu which accounted for a 
number of deaths nationally of younger people, 
aged under 65. 

Priority is to vaccinate people in at-risk groups, 
particularly those aged below 65. 

Dr Blundell said: “I don’t think GPs in Kent will be 
transferring vaccine because they are keeping it to 
themselves. If they did need to share it, it would be 
a case of patients going to other practices to get 
vaccinated which would be manageable.” 

He added: “The reason the problem occurred 
was the Government did not give enough public¬ 
ity - its advertising campaign was too late. Most 
practices receive vaccines about September or 
October and they have the option for more at the 
end of November, but nobody is going to order a 
load more stock when they still have some. The 
Government did not push the situation early 
enough.” 

An NHS South East Coast offical said normally 
a wholesale dealer’s licence is required for some¬ 
one to supply a medicine to a person who is not 
the end user, that is, the patient. 

Responding on behalf of the Medicines and 
Healthcare Products Regulatory Agency, she 
said: “The transfer of vials of flu vaccine between 
GP surgeries is not normally accepted practice. 

“However, if for a specific patient need, it 
proved necessary for inter-practice transfers to 
take place, health professionals should ensure 
the maintenance of the cold chain, traceability, 
and provision of patient information leaflets and 
summaries of product characteristics.” 

GPs are being asked to use locally held stocks 
of Pandemrix - last year’s HI N1 (swine flu) vac¬ 
cine - when they run out of this season’s vaccine.

X-RATED moviemakers aim to 
shatter the image of a quaint 
seaside town by enticing young 
women to engage in sex acts for 
a raunchy roadshow, writes 
Steve Knight. 

The American DVD series Girls Gone 
Wild is expanding into the UK and plans to 
hit Deal this summer after the tourist 
hotspot was bizarrely voted one of the top 
locations fans would like the brand to visit. 

Locals are horrified that their charming 
coastal town - loved for its coffee shops, 
pier and castle - could instead be overrun 
by women exposing their 
bodies while crowds of 
men holler their approval. 

“Deal is a wonderful 
town and we want to see 
more tourism here, but not 
this sort of tourism,” said 
MP Charlie Elphicke. 

“Residents will be deeply 
concerned because it’s not 
the right location at all for 
this sort of thing. It’s just 
exploiting women and 
should be discouraged.

“The people behind it should be sent back 
to America, we don’t want them here.” 

With films such as Best of Horny 
Schoolgirls and Spring Break Orgy, Girls 
Gone Wild has attracted a global fan base 
since its first video in 1998. 

It has a UK pay-per-view channel on Sky 
Box Office, where in preparation for its 
British invasion in May and June, it has 
been running a text vote of possible locations. 
Surprisingly, Deal finished near the top. 

“It doesn’t seem appropriate for Deal or 
its image,” said Dover District Council 
leader Cllr Paul Watkins. “The town has a 
very good tourist reputation and we would¬ 
n’t want that tarnished. Residents will be 
appalled. I can see no reason why Deal 
would warrant this sort of activity.” 

In addition to encouraging young women 


entice them back to their tour bus to engage 
in more explicit activity. 

In 2006 the firm behind the franchise - 
Mantra Films - was fined $1.6 million for fail¬ 
ing to create and maintain age and identity 
records of the women featured in the films. 

Girls Gone Wild claims to be in discussions 
with Dover council as to where this summer’s 
roadshow might be held, a claim the authori¬ 
ty denies. 

A council official said: “We have not been 
contacted by this company and have not 
given permission for the use of any locations 
for which the council is responsible.” 

A Girls Gone Wild spokesman said: “We are 
keen to hear from people with venues for the 
Girls Gone Wild tour bus to visit, and have 
also been approaching the council about out¬ 
door locations.”

Expert praises 
retirement ban 

SAGA has welcomed the Government’s 
decision to ban employers from being able 
to sack staff when they reach the age of 65. 

Dr Ros Altmann, a pensions expert at 
the Folkestone-based company that spe¬ 
cialises in services for older people, said: 
“Most people are not old at 65 any more. 
They are not ready for the scrapheap, 
work-wise. So why would we want to 
waste their skills? 

“Some argue forcing older workers out 
will create more jobs for the young. 

“In fact, as the baby-boomers come up 
to 65, if they do not keep working, eco¬ 
nomic output will be lost and increasing 
numbers of older people will have much 
less money to spend.” 

A Saga survey of the over-50s showed 
nearly half of those not yet retired want 
to work past 65 and about seven per cent 
want to work into their 70s. 

Meerkat binned 

A MEERKAT was found dead in a dog 
waste bin after being stolen from 
Wingham Wildlife Park, near Canterbury. 

The animal was snatched from its 
enclosure after Christmas and, according 
to the member of the public who discov¬ 
ered its body, was dumped in the bin after 
being run over by a car in Sandwich. 

Meerkats have become popular pets 
since the launch of the Compare the 
Market campaign that features an ani¬ 
mated meerkat with a Russian accent. 

“A bin was the last place we would 
have hoped to retrieve this animal from,” 
said a park spokesman.

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Savers urged to give 
Flowers time to grow

THE chief executive of Kent 
Reliance Building Society has 
asked its members not to make 
rash judgements over the £50 mil¬ 
lion deal with JC Flowers. 

A minority of savers who voted against the 
agreement - which represents the first pri¬ 
vate-sector investment in the mutual banking 
sector - claim the business will now no longer 
be run with their best interests at heart. 

JC Flowers, which has offices in New York 
and London, is a private equity investment 
firm focused on the financial services industiy. 

Run by billionaire and former Harvard 
graduate J Christopher Flowers, the firm 
failed in its attempt to purchase Northern 
Rock before the bank was saved by the 
British taxpayer in 2008. 

But while admitting his new partners will 
ultimately want to make a profit, KRBS chief 
executive Mike Lazenby told KoS it was too 
early to make predictions about the future of 
the business. 

“We will continue to run as a mutual until 
JC Flowers owns 90 per cent of the business, 
which is a long way off,” he said.“They have 
also agreed not to pay any dividends to their

investors for the next five years, which is an 
incredibly long time in business. 

“For example, five years ago we couldn’t 
possibly have imagined the economy would 
be the way it is today. 

“If they decide after five years they want 
their money back - and it’s not been agreed 
that they will - then that would give us the 
option to buy them out. 

“It’s not a given that everything will be over 
and we’ll become a proper bank. 

“Five years is a long way off and a lot of 
things will happen before then. In the mean¬ 
time we’ll be going back to lending people 
money, which we haven’t been able to do for 
some time, and we’ll be offering some pretty 
good rates.” 

With assets of more than £2.2 billion, 
KRBS is the 12th largest building society in 
the UK and has served the people of the 


county for more than 150 years. At least 75 
per cent of KRBS members had to vote in 
favour of the JC Flowers deal for it to be 
passed, and it scraped through with 75.8 per 
cent of the ballot. 

The Chatham-based society will now trans¬ 
fer all of its business, assets and liabilities to 
a new bank called OneSavings, which is 
expected to become effective on February 1, 
pending approval from the Financial Services 
Authority. In the meantime KRBS has been 
busy securing eight new branches in towns as 
far away as Gloucester, Bristol and Devon, 
which Mr Lazenby says would not have been 
possible without the £50m investment. 

And despite once describing high street 
branches as “liabilities”, he is also looking to 
expand the business and open more offices on 
home turf in Kent. 

“There will always be people who want to 
access a high street branch,” said Mr 
Lazenby. “But we have to make sure they’re 
in the right place and that they will be used 
when they’re open, otherwise they’re just a 
drain on our resources. 

“For example, our agency in Strood (at First 
Call Mortgage Services in the High Street) is 
totally inappropriate for what we’re using it 
for. But we want to keep a presence in the town 
so we’ll be opening a new office in its place.” 
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Murder probe 
after death of 
punch victim 


A MURDER investigation has been 
launched after a man died two weeks after 
being attacked. 

Adrian Milner, 48, 
known to friends as 
Ada, died last 
Sunday in a London 
hospital. He was 
attacked in Church 
Road, Murston, on 
Tuesday, December 
28. 

He was walking 
with a friend near 
the Co-op just 

before 7.55pm when 
there was an alter¬ 
cation with a third man, who punched Mr 
Milner in the face. The father of two fell to 
the floor and hit his head, leaving him with 
a serious head injury. His attacker is white, 
around 30, stocky, with brown wavy shoul¬ 
der-length hair. Mr Milner lived in Murston 
and was a lorry driver.

Park and pride 

CONSERVATION and improvement work 
at Mote Park in Maidstone costing £2.5 mil¬ 
lion will start this month. 

Work will include scrub clearance and the 
planting of 140 parkland trees. 

Funding will come from the Heritage 
Lottery Fund and Maidstone Borough 
Council, and other works will include build¬ 
ing a new bridge, creating a waterfall, and 
restoration of the historic pavilion. 



Recycling reputation trashed 
by town halls ‘worst 20’ list 


A KENT council has been revealed as having 
the worst recycling record in the country. 

The GMB union listed England’s worst 20 
town halls for recycling, with Ashford 
Borough Council topping the list by sending 
just 15.3 per cent of household waste for re¬ 
use, recycling or composting. 

Local authorities in Gravesham and 
Dartford also found themselves at the bottom 
of the recycling ranks, with 23.1 per cent and 
22.6 per cent respectively. 

Staffordshire Moorlands Council was the 
top performing town hall at 61 per cent. 

Brian Strutton, GMB national secretary, 
said dumping waste in landfill instead of 
recycling was not only bad for the environ¬ 
ment, but uneconomic. 

“Landfill tax is due to rise sharply over the 
next four years from the £48 per tonne to £80 
per tonne by 2014 and that’s why recycling 
has to be the order of the day,” he said. 

Cllr Gerry Clarkson, portfolio holder for 
environmental services at Ashford council, 
said it was unfortunate the figures, based on 


findings from Defra, were so low. 

“We acknowledge that we should endeav¬ 
our to increase the amount of waste recycled 
overall in the borough, and recycling and 
waste is a major priority in the council’s Five- 
Year Business Plan which will be implement¬ 
ed from April, 2011,” he said. 

“But we will continue to take an approach 
which seeks to recycle in ways that make 
sense financially and environmentally. 

“Ashford has not chased recycling perform¬ 
ance at any cost, but has chosen an environ¬ 
mentally efficient approach. 

“We have converted about 85 per cent of the 
waste generated in Ashford at the Maidstone 
energy-from-waste plant.” 

A new document by the Institution of Civil 
Engineers has urged councils to look more at 
the quality of recycling over quantity. 

The report said lower grade material was 
ending up at landfill anyway and so authori¬ 
ties should look more at the value of re¬ 
usable materials which can be fed back into 
the economy.

Book prize throws potter 


IF YOU’RE a fan of the literary talents of 
Edmund de Waal, prepare to be disappoint¬ 
ed - he will not be publishing another book 
for at least a decade. 

But then that’s really not surprising, when you consid¬ 
er the Costa Book Prize winner is, by his own admission, 
simply a potter still struggling to come to terms with his 
remarkable rise to prominence. 

His book, The Hare with Amber Eyes, tells how a collec¬ 
tion of264 Japanese netsuke figurines ended up in his pos¬ 
session, and how they relate to the history of his family 

“My only realistic aim was to get the 
book published so my family could enjoy 
it,” admitted Mr de Waal, who went to 
school in Canterbury “I had no expecta¬ 
tions at all that it would receive so much 
attention and be read by so many people. 

I’m completely overwhelmed by it all. 

“It’s obviously a very different experience 
writing something over many years com¬ 
pared to making a pot, and I’m still trying 
to work out what winning this prize means 
to me. I will do more in the future, but don’t 
expect one for at least another 10 years. 

“I’m just a potter who wrote a book, and 
that’s it.” 

The netsuke figurines written about in 
Mr de Waal’s book are intricately-carved 
wood and ivory toggles - traditionally used 
to fasten purses to kimonos - which he 
inherited from his great uncle during a trip 
to Japan. 

However, his attempts to find out more about their 
past unearthed horrific tales of how the objects survived, 
when many other possessions of his Jewish ancestors - 
heavily persecuted throughout the generations - were 
stolen or destroyed. 
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“Once I started writing the book I felt I had a responsi¬ 
bility to my family to finish it,” said Mr de Waal. 

“But even though it covers some very important and 
terrible moments in European history, it’s also very much 
about the touch and feel of these beautiful objects and 
how intricately-made they all were. The book really took 
me over, and it took several years to write.” 

The son of a former dean of Canterbury Cathedral, 46- 
year-old Mr de Waal was educated at the city’s King’s 
School and later served as an apprentice potter under one 
of its former teachers, Geoffrey Whiting. 

Mr de Waal also has a connection to Tunbridge Wells, 
as his Austrian grandmother, Elisabeth, moved to the 
town after her former home of Vienna was 
devastated during World War Two. 

“How could I not love growing up in the 
shadow of Canterbury Cathedral?” he said. 

“I have very happy memories of living in 
Kent and being around so much beauty. 

“The cathedral today is led by such a 
dynamic group of people and they will 
raise the £50 million needed to restore it. 
It’s such an important world symbol that 
they can’t not do.” 

The Hare with Amber Eyes won the 
Costa Book Prize in the biography catego¬ 
ry, with the overall winner being 
announced on January 25. 

The other writers in the running for the 
prize are Maggie O’Farrell, Kishwar Desai, 
Jo Shapcott and Jason Wallace. 

The judges include broadcaster Andrew 
Neil, TV presenters Natasha Kaplinsky and Anneka 
Rice, and the actor David Morrissey. So how does Mr de 
Waal rate his chances of picking up the overall accolade? 

“I’ve no chance at all,” he said. “But I don’t care. All the 
other authors are wonderful people and deserve to win 
the prize. I’ve already got more than I thought possible.”

■ A ROOKIE Tory MP is emerging as one of 
the most rebellious in his party after 
revolting for a sixth time in the Commons. 
Rochester and Strood’s Mark Reckless joined 
26 other Eurosceptic Conservatives in backing an 
amendment to toughen up laws in the European 
Union Bill - a move which was defeated by the 
Government. It is the sixth time Mr Reckless has 
rebelled against his own party, despite new MPs 
traditionally toeing the party line.

Belt up, hang up - camera 
warning to danger drivers 


CAMPAIGNERS fear an alarm¬ 
ing increase in the number of 
drivers using mobile phones to 
update social networking sites 
while at the wheel will end in 
tragedy, writes Jon Coates. 

Dozens of people have been killed and 
seriously injured on roads in Kent during 
the last year by motorists being distracted 
by sending text messages or making calls on 
hand-held phones. 

And campaigners fear the worrying trend 
of drivers updating their Facebook page or 
sending out messages, or tweets’, through 
Twitter, will lead to more deaths. 

A study by the RAC found that one-in-five 
drivers admitted accessing email, Facebook 
and Twitter while at the wheel. 

Kent and Medway Safety Camera 
Partnership carried out its own research by 
analysing messages posted on micro-blog¬ 
ging site Twitter during a week. 

It found a driver from the county saying: 
“I can’t believe how bad my spelling was in 
my last tweet. A testiment (sic) to not tweet¬ 
ing whilst driving!” 

This brought a response from another 
Twitter user: “Tweeting whilst driving, 
watch out for PC Plod.” 

Katherine Barrett, of the partnership, 
said: “More people are using smart phone 
technology, so it’s not just ringing and tex¬ 
ting people are using phones for - the RAC 
report said 21 per cent admitted to access¬ 



ing email, Facebook and Twitter while driv¬ 
ing. Clearly drivers do not think they will 
get caught, but that kind of attitude can 
lead to tragic and even fatal consequences. 

“Using a hand-held mobile phone while 
driving is madness.” 

The partnership has launched a crackdown 
on drivers using mobile phones at the wheel. 
Warning boards are going up at the 76 fixed 
yellow camera sites across Kent this month 
to remind drivers the county’s 60 safety cam¬ 
era vans will be enforcing mobile phone and 
seatbelt laws, as well as speed limits. 

A survey carried out for the partnership of 
1,000 people found that 35 per cent of those 
polled did not know camera vans have these 
powers. The RAC study also revealed the 
number of drivers admitting to breaking the 
law by using a hand-held mobile phone had 
more than trebled in the last year. 

Ms Barrett said: “The penalty for not 
wearing a seatbelt is a £60 fine and for 



using a hand-held mobile phone while driv¬ 
ing is a £60 fine and three penalty points - 
but the consequences of a crash can be 
much more devastating. 

“In the last year there have been at least 
46 crashes on the county’s roads involving 
someone using a mobile phone while at the 
wheel. Of these, there were four fatalities, 
10 serious injuries and 48 slight injuries. 

“It’s worrying that people still don’t take 
seriously the dangers posed by using, in any 
way, a phone while driving.” 

Lindsey Simkins, road safety research and 
evaluation officer at the Royal Society for the 
Prevention of Accidents, said: “Texting and 
tweeting are among the most dangerous 
things you can do while driving because you 
don’t have your eyes and mind on the road. 
And only one hand on the wheel.”

Core ‘failings’ in 
Gove’s academic 
scoring system

A NEW scoring system introduced 
to boost the number of pupils 
studying traditional academic 
subjects has exposed failings with¬ 
in Kent’s grammar schools. 

Official statistics revealed that while selec¬ 
tive schools are continuing to excel in GSCEs, 
many are lagging behind under the new 
English baccalaureate scheme. 

The qualification, while not replacing 
GSCEs, is awarded to pupils who achieve five 
A* to C grades in English, maths, one science, 
one foreign language, and one humanity. 

Schools were previously only judged on the 
number of pupils who achieve five A* to C 
grades in any subjects. 

At the Harvey Grammar in Folkestone, only 
27 per cent of pupils received the baccalaure¬ 
ate certificate, and at Dover Grammar for 
Boys just 33 per cent. 

While six selective schools achieved above 
80 per cent - with Dartford Grammar gaining 
the highest at 97 per cent - others only man¬ 
aged to scrape average scores and six fell 
below 50 per cent. 

Twenty-eight grammars, however, had 95 
per cent or more of their pupils achieving five 


A* to C grades, including English and maths - 
Maidstone’s Invicta Grammar achieved 100 
per cent for a second year running. 

The findings came from secondary school 
league tables released by the Department of 
Education showing scores for the baccalaure¬ 
ate alongside GCSEs for the first time. 

Education secretary Michael Gove said 
including baccalaureate results in the league 
tables would help tackle the slump in the 
study of core subjects. But the move has been 
met with opposition from headteachers who 
say it is unfair on schools where less academ¬ 
ic pupils do well in vocational courses. 

Gravesend-based education adviser Peter 


Read said: “Non-selective schools are current¬ 
ly delivering vocational subjects, which is 
what they were previously asked by 
Government to deliver, but now they are being 
told that a key measure is academic success in 
traditional subjects. 

“Michael Gove does not respect some of‘the 
easier’ subjects which suit pupils at non-selec¬ 
tive schools. I fear the baccalaureate may 
become the main measure in league tables 
and my concern is that schools are led by the 
nose by these tables.” 

Mr Read said another concern was the low 
baccalaureate scores in grammar schools. 

“Congratulations goes to them for GCSE 
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results, but the baccalaureate shows some 
grammars have wandered off the main¬ 
stream curriculum,” he said. 

“It really puts them in the spotlight for 
the first time.” 

Some 30 non-selective schools failed to get 
above one per cent of pupils achieving the 
baccalaureate, but the NUT said schools 
had not had time to prepare for the league 
table changes, which were only introduced 
last year. 

Aside from the baccalaureate results, 
however, headteachers, staff and pupils 
were celebrating record-breaking GCSE 
results. 

The majority of Kent’s secondary schools 
beat the previous year’s results, with the 
number of students gaining five or more A* 
to C grades up 6.3 per cent to 79.3 per cent 
- 3.2 per cent above the national average. 

Potential 

More than half of students, 56.8 per cent, 
achieved five A* to C grades including 
English and maths. Kent County Council 
cabinet member for children, families and 
education, Cllr Sarah Hohler, said: “Kent’s 
GCSE results have improved for the last 15 
years. Our determination to raise stan¬ 
dards will continue as we carry on support¬ 
ing all our schools to make sure everyone 
achieves their potential.” 

KCC said many students were leaving 
school with practical skills and praised the 
popular and successful vocational subjects 
on offer in the county. 

Medway Council was also celebrating 
record GCSE results with 77 per cent of 
pupils achieving five A* to C grades - six 
per cent up on the previous year - and 53.6 
per cent of students gaining five A* to C 
grades including English and maths. 

Gad’s Hill School in Higham, near 
Rochester, was named the eighth best per¬ 
forming school in England as well as the 
country’s top performing independent 
school.

Academies find results 
still out of their reach 


FAILING schools turned into academies 
under the Labour government to try to drive 
up standards have found themselves at the 
bottom of the league tables again. 

It has opened the debate into where low- 
achieving schools can do next to improve 
results. 

At the Marlowe Academy in Ramsgate, 
only 14 per cent of pupils achieved five A*-C 
grades including English and maths, and 
Folkestone Academy scored just 25 per cent. 

Others falling behind included the Isle of 
Sheppey Academy, which achieved 30 per 


cent; Strood Academy just 29 per cent; and 
Spires Academy in Canterbury, 32 per cent. 

These old-style academies were intro¬ 
duced under the previous government as 
part of the National Challenge scheme 
which turned any secondary school failing to 
get 30 per cent of its pupils achieving five 
A*-C grades into an academy. 

About £30 million was spent on each 
school to rebuild and refurnish them with 
state-of-the-art technology, but many of 
Kent’s are still at the bottom of the UK’s 
GCSE league tables. 


Beyond the tipping point 


Kent independent education adviser PETER READ looks at the future 
of education as the number of academy schools continues to grow 


THE face of education in Kent is changing 
with astonishing rapidity, driven by the acad¬ 
emy movement. Currently, there are 28 sec¬ 
ondary academies with another five in 
Medway, and 10 Kent and two Medway sec¬ 
ondary schools on the way. You will find a full 
list at www.kentadvice.co.uk. 

Many others have begun the process, so 
Kent is close to losing 50 per cent of its 
101 secondary schools. 

This is surely well past the ‘tip¬ 
ping point’, where KCC has 
confirmed it will encourage 
remaining secondary schools 
to become academies, as it 
becomes uneconomic to run 
a system for the rump. 

Instead, KCC plans to 
change its focus to supply¬ 
ing services to schools that 
wish to buy them in. 

What does this mean for 
the schools and, more impor¬ 
tantly, for the children? Ten of 
the original ‘luxury model old- 
style’ academies, have been 
rebuilt at an average cost of about 
£30 million apiece. 

The remaining six ‘lean, old-style’ acade¬ 
mies face a more difficult future as the plug 
was pulled on their building programmes. 

However, as this week’s GCSE results 
tables show, many of these have yet to con¬ 
vert academic promise into real progress. 

The remaining academies are the new 
Gove models, having converted since 
September. The Government promotes the 
following advantages: freedom to reward 
staff appropriately; freedom in the delivery of 
the curriculum; freedom to change lengths 
of terms and school days (why not offer all 
these to all schools?); and freedom from 
local authority control. 

However, to quote one academy head¬ 
teacher: “Parents and children will not have 
noticed the difference. For us the main 
advantage is a short-term financial gain of 
some £350,000 for the year.” 


The first crop of Gove academies are 
Ofsted ‘outstanding’ schools, so one is 
unsure why they need to be financially sub¬ 
sidised at the expense of others. 

KCC will probably continue to support the 
majority of primary and special schools, oth¬ 
erwise it will be reduced to offering key serv¬ 
ices such as special education needs and 
school admissions, although these will 
be undermined by the independ¬ 
ence of academies. 

There is a worrying lack of 
accountability of the acade¬ 
mies, with parental concerns 
having nowhere to go except 
the Department of Education 
that hardly appears geared 
up to deal with them. 

Some schools are already 
bucking the admissions sys¬ 
tem with no sanction avail¬ 
able, and others are actively 
discouraging children with 
special needs. And I cannot 
see how KCC can carry out its 
planning role in the new climate, 
as new provision moves over to the 
market place for individual schools 
that wish to expand. 

Soon nearly all secondary schools in Kent 
will be academies, each ploughing their own 
furrow. One can already see some adopting 
business models, seeking to expand their 
activities rather than putting the education of 
their pupils first. KCC has no role in the new 
set up so there will be no-one to stand up for 
the children of Kent, until government recog¬ 
nises there needs to be accountability and 
takes more central control. 

Then, when the number of schools is too 
great, it will set up local centres to adminis¬ 
ter schools. Presumably these will be with¬ 
out local accountability, unless they dele¬ 
gate responsibility back to KCC. 

One final question. If Government has the 
power to close failing schools and turn them 
into academies, what will it do with failing 
academies?

GAMBLING tycoon Stuart 
Wheeler says he may still vote 
Conservative despite becoming 
the new treasurer of the UK 
Independence Party 

The millionaire businessman, who lives at 
Chilham Castle, near Canterbury, was 
expelled by the Tories in 2009 for giving 
£100,000 to their Euro-sceptic opponents, 
who he now hopes to raise even more money 
for Ukip in an official capacity 

However, Mr Wheeler said he would only 
vote Conservative in future local and gener¬ 
al elections if there were no Ukip candidates 
standing in his constituency 

His current political stance is far removed 
from his position of 11 years ago when he 
handed over £5 million to the William 
Hague-led Tories - the largest ever donation 
to a political party 

“I’ve always been very strongly opposed to 
our relationship with the EU,” said Mr 
Wheeler. “And over the last year I’ve gradu¬ 
ally come to realise that the EU is unre- 
formable, and also the Conservative Party is 
going to do precious little about it. 

Rumblings 

“The right thing for the country to do is to 
leave Europe, and that is the main aim of 
Ukip. If you think like me then there’s no 
other party you can join, unless you’re a 
racist and want to sign up to the BNP. 

“I’m now going to be very much a support¬ 
er and member of Ukip, and as long as Ukip 
candidates are standing in my area then I 
will vote for them. 

“If they’re not then I’m more inclined to 
vote Conservative than anyone else, but I’m 
still unhappy with the party and its stance 
on the EU in particular.” 


Expelled Tory 
to become new 
Ukip treasurer 


Mr Wheeler made his first donation to 
Ukip in March, 2009, just months after 
Marta Andreasen - the controversial former 
chief accountant of the European Com¬ 
mission - was unveiled as the party’s new 
treasurer. However, 
she quit Ukip later 
that year, claiming 
she disagreed with 
how it was being 
managed at chair¬ 
manship level. 

Mr Wheeler had 
also previously told 
KoS he did not want 
to join Ukip because 
there were “some 
internal rumblings 
there that I would 
not want to get 
involved in”. 

When asked about 
those comments this week, Mr Wheeler said 
he had put his previous concerns about the 
party behind him. 

“As far as my job is concerned it doesn’t 
really matter what decisions were made in

the past,” he said. “People still say this, that 
and the other to me about the party, but part 
of the basis of my appointment was that I 
should be allowed to investigate any issues 
that may arise regarding its finances. 

“The party is clear that everything should 
be more out in the open in future.” 

Mr Wheeler, who made his fortune as the 
founder of the IG Index spread-betting firm, 
launched his own party - Trust - and unsuc¬ 
cessfully ran for Parliament in Bexhill and 
Battle at the last general election. 

He told KoS he would have discussions 
with the party’s supporters between now 
and March 1, when he officially joins Ukip, 
about what will happen to the organisation. 

In the meantime Mr Wheeler is looking 
forward to teaming up with Ukip leader and 
fellow Kent resident Nigel Farage, who was 
bom in Bromley but now lives in Wester- 
ham, near Sevenoaks. 

“I get on extremely well with Nigel, as I do 
with executive chairman Steve Crowther, 
who will effectively run the party while 
Nigel is in Europe,” he said. 

“I’ve been very impressed with what I’ve 
seen so far.”

A DRUG dealer has been sentenced to four 
years in prison for supplying heroin.

Gurkha campaigner 
to fight for fair fuel

A LIB Dem activist plans to 
heap more pressure on his 
Coalition colleagues by blockad¬ 
ing Britain’s roads in protest at 
current fuel prices. 

Shepway councillor Peter Carroll, who 
last year sold his Maidstone-based haulage 
firm Seymour Transport, aims to hold a 
“mass rally of vehicles” in the weeks to 
come as part of his FairFuelUK campaign 
launched last Sunday 

He claims the current high price of diesel, 
combined with the rise in VAT and fuel 
duty is crippling the freight industry, and 
has called on fellow hauliers to back plans 
for a national protest. 

And as the founder of the highly-success- 
ful Gurkha Justice Campaign, Mr Carroll 
has a history of taking on the Government 
and winning. 

“Spiralling fuel prices pushed up even 
higher by fuel duty rises are crushing the 
UK road freight industry” he said. 

“This is hurting the entire economy. It is 
pushing up prices and stoking inflation, 
which affects everyone. 

“I know the Government has serious 
budget problems to address, but in this case 
the medicine is going to kill the patient.” 

The average price of petrol is currently 
just below £1.30 per litre, while diesel has 
already topped the £1.32 mark. 

Motorists already suffering from the VAT 
and fuel duty hikes have now been hit by 
Prime Minister David Cameron’s warning 
that the ‘fair fuel price stabiliser’ - one of 
the Conservative’s manifesto promises - 
may now not be pursued. 

But Mr Carroll aims to force Mr 


Cameron’s hand by winning the same level 
of public support he and Joanna Lumley 
received for the 2009 Gurkha Justice 
Campaign, which resulted in an embar¬ 
rassing defeat for the then-Labour govern¬ 
ment in the House of Commons. 

“I want to build up FairFuelUK into the 
largest, most broadly based and powerful 
campaign for fairer fuel prices for British 
business ever put together,” he said. 

“We will concentrate on lobbying MPs 
and the Government. I aim to hold mass 
rallies of vehicles in the coming weeks as 
we run up to the budget so the Government 
is in no doubt about the depth of this crisis.” 

Mr Carroll was the unsuccessful Lib Dem 
candidate for the Maidstone and the Weald 
constituency at the last General Election, 
but has considered quitting his party after 
becoming increasingly disillusioned with 
its role in the Coalition. 

Moving 

He has appealed for support for his cam¬ 
paign from organisations including the 
Federation of Small Businesses and the 
Chambers of Commerce, but one group he 
will not be able to count on is the Tunbridge 
Wells-based Freight Transport Association. 

Its chief economist Simon Chapman said: 
“Logistics is about keeping the country 
moving - not grinding it to a halt. 

“Direct action may grab the headlines but 
it quickly wears thin with the public when 
journeys are delayed and lives disrupted.” 

Despite his negative take on the cam¬ 
paign, Mr Chapman agreed the constant 
tax hikes on fuel were unacceptable. 

He said: “For the UK to trade its way out 
of recession its supply chains need to be 
cost-competitive and its roads must provide 
reliable routes to market. 

“Neither is achieved by a tax base spi¬ 
ralling well above inflation and a transport 
network starved of investment.”

WORK is due to start on the 
Kent section of an unbroken 
walking route around the UK. 

The path will run 20 miles along the 
stretch of coastline between Dover and 
Ramsgate and will form one part of the con¬ 
tinuous coastal path. 

Government agency Natural England 
said work will begin on the delivery of the 
Kent stretch in early spring and will 
involve a consultation process. 

But while the project has been welcomed 
by ramblers and walking groups, the £50 
million national project, which aims to 
improve access around the whole coastline, 
has seen opposition from landowners. 

A spokesman for the Country Land and 
Business Association said they were con¬ 
cerned about ‘spreading room’, which is 
open access land where people will have 
freedom to roam rather than having to stick 
rigidly to a path. “This is a concern of ours

because there is a risk to agricultural and 
arable land,” he said. “Natural England said 
spreading room doesn’t affect farming activi¬ 
ties, but we believe there is a risk.

assumed they had a right to go anywhere and 
it could be like that in this case.” 

North Thanet MP Roger Gale chaired the 
committee which oversaw the legislation for the 
path. He told the BBC: “It is not my job to have 


a view. I just oversee it, but sometimes you can¬ 
not help but raise an eyebrow and say, ‘is that 
going to work?’ 

“We’ll see. I can’t see the money being put up 
in the financial state we are in.” 
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POLICE are warning homeowners to be on their guard 
against criminals stealing domestic heating oil. 

The rising price of oil is behind an increase in the 
number of such thefts and officers are urging people to take 
steps to deter the criminals. 

Det Insp Susie Harper said: “Victims of oil theft often wake 
up to a cold, unheated house, thinking their boiler has broken 
down. It’s only when they investigate they realise the oil has 
been stolen. But there are steps you can take to deter thieves. 

“Fit a good quality close shackle padlock, which is more dif¬ 


ficult to remove with bolt-croppers. Remote electronic oil level 
gauges are also available, which will set off an alarm if the level 
in the tank suddenly drops, or falls below a quarter full. 

“These gauges cost between £70 and £100 and can be fit¬ 
ted indoors. Thieves will think twice before forcing their way 
through a prickly hedge, and the smallest trace of blood or 
shred of ripped clothing could provide enough evidence to 
identify the offender.” 

Security lights and a lockable cage around the oil tank are 
also options to consider. 


MP’s inquiry call 
over Lockerbie 
bomber’s release

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Frustrated to know that your child could 
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AN INQUIRY should be held into the controversial 
release of the Lockerbie bomber, says rookie MP 
Damian Collins, writes Steve Knight. 


The member for Folkestone 
and Hythe secured a debate on 
the issue at Westminster on 
Tuesday, when he raised ques¬ 
tions about negotiations in the 
months leading up to the con¬ 
victed terrorist’s return to Libya. 

Despite being responsible for 
an explosion that killed 270 peo¬ 
ple, most of them American, on 
board a transatlantic flight in 
December, 1988, Abdelbaset al- 
Megrahi was freed by the 
Scottish government in August, 
2009, after serving eight years of 
a life sentence. 

Mr Collins is now calling for 
answers after suggestions that 
the UK was prepared to agree to 
the release of the prisoner - who 
is terminally ill - in return for 
the protection of British com¬ 
mercial interests in Libya. 

He said: “The memorandum of 
understanding between the UK 
and Libyan governments that 
led to the negotiation of the pris¬ 
oner transfer was agreed in the 
same month BP signed its 
agreement with Libya. 

“The relationship between UK 
commercial interests and the 


fate of Al-Megrahi has been a 
constant thread throughout. 

“This angered many around 
the world, particularly the fami¬ 
lies of the Lockerbie victims. I 
ask that we have either a full 
disclosure from the Government 
of the decision-making process 
or an inquiry.” 

Mr Collins secured the debate 
after the release of a report by the 
US Senate that accused British 
officials of pressurising the 
Scottish government to free the 
bomber on “flawed” compassion¬ 
ate grounds. 

The report suggests a £580 
million BP oil deal the Libyans 
had threatened to cut off, along 
with a £106m deal with General 
Dynamics, were motivating fac¬ 
tors for the former Labour gov¬ 
ernment. Prime Minister David 
Cameron has instructed cabinet 
secretary Sir Gus O’Donnell to 
review correspondence between 
former justice secretary Jack 
Straw and Scottish ministers. 

Justice minister Crispin Blunt 
said during Tuesday’s debate 
that Sir Gus’s report will be pub¬ 
lished “very shortly”. 
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Tug savings are 
‘drop in ocean’

A GOVERNMENT agency has 
defended the decision to scrap an 
emergency tug in the English 
Channel, claiming it was not the 
best use of public money 

The controversial removal of the Anglian 
Monarch from the Dover Straits - one the 
busiest shipping lanes in the world - along 
with three other UK tugs in September will 
save £10 million a year. 

A Maritime and Coastguard Agency 
(MCA) spokesman said the public should 
not be made to foot the bill when ships get 
into trouble on the seas. 

Dover’s tug is sent out to tow stricken ves¬ 
sels to safety to avoid an environmental dis¬ 
aster - many of the hundreds of ships pass¬ 
ing through the English Channel each day 
carry oil and chemical waste. But the MCA 
spokesman said it was the responsibility of 
ship owners to remove their vessels from 
the Channel, not the Government. 

“If every time an articulated lorry was to 
break down at the side of the road the pub¬ 
lic had to pay to get it towed, people would 
not be very happy,” he said. 

“We are confident capacity in the com¬ 
mercial salvage industry will be enough to 
cover the removal of the tugs.” 

But opposition is mounting, with conser¬ 


vationists claiming it leaves no protection 
from oil spills where ships carrying pollu¬ 
tants could be left out at sea. 

French authorities - who pay half the 
Anglian Monarch’s costs - are also against 
the move, with Pas de Calais council presi¬ 
dent Dominique Dupilet saying the savings 
would mean nothing if there was a mar¬ 
itime catastrophe. 

Campaigner Jean Hendry, from Thanet, 
said: “Its cost is shared 50-50 with France, 
where its presence is greatly valued. It is 
something we cannot afford to live without.” 

Maritime union Nautilus warned that 
axing the four emergency towing vessels was 
gambling with lives and the environment. 

General secretary Mark Dickinson said: 
“The thinking behind this is utterly incom¬ 
prehensible and we will do all that we can 
to persuade the Government to reconsider. 

“The number of recent incidents and near 
misses in the Channel alone serves to 
demonstrate the value of these vessels and 
it is clear that Government is running sig¬ 
nificant risk in removing the protection 
they provide. 

“The proposed savings represent a drop 
in the ocean in terms of the overall 
Department for Transport budget, but the 
loss of these services could make the differ¬ 
ence between life and death, or an environ¬ 
mental disaster.” 

Anglian Monarch was called out on 
Christmas Eve to help a stricken cargo ship 
where three crewmen were suffering 
smoke inhalation after a fire on board.

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Binman crushed 
in village horror 

A DUSTMAN died after being crushed by the 
massive jaws at the rear of his bin lorry. 

Horrified residents watched as Adeyinka 
Aderoba became trapped in the waste crusher 
of his lorry at 12.40pm on Tuesday, in the vil¬ 
lage of Eastry, near Sandwich. 

The worker, originally from Nigeria, was 
emptying household bins into the back of the 
truck when he got trapped by the metal jaws 
and was crushed. Firefighters worked to free 
Mr Aderoba from the mechanism, but he was 
pronounced dead at the scene after suffering 
injuries to his head and torso. 

The 44-year-old worker was employed by 
SITA, the firm contracted by Dover District 
Council to collect refuse and recycling. 

Paul Vanstone, of Kent Fire and Rescue 
Service, said: “The man was in the back of the 
truck where the refuse goes and firefighters 
had to find a way of reversing the mechanism 
off him.” 

A SITA official said: “Our thoughts and con¬ 
dolences are with Mr Aderoba’s family and 
friends at this time. We are offering coun¬ 
selling for staff.” 

Hugh’s fishing line 

TV CHEF Hugh Fearnley-Whittingstall 
examined the plight of Kent fishermen during 
a documentary broadcast this week. 

South Thanet MP Laura Sandys also fea¬ 
tured in the Channel 4 show, Hugh’s Fish 
Fight, to call for an end to EU rules that force 
fishermen to throw dead fish back into the sea. 

“At a time when resources are under increas¬ 
ing pressure, it is madness that half of all fish 
caught have to be thrown back,” she said. 

“Heavy-handed regulation needs to be 
addressed. We must ensure fish stocks are 
properly managed while also enabling our 
fishermen to earn a living.” 


Coalition leaves 
county seeking 
Stack solutions 


THE decision last week by the 
Coalition Gk)vemment not to fund 
a 3,000-space lorry park near 
Ashford was a blow to solving the 
problems caused by Operation 
Stack, writes Ed Hill. 

But Kent County Council leader Cllr Paul 
Carter still wants to press ahead with the 
plan, funding it through private investment, 
money collected from foreign drivers, or cash 
generated by the Dartford crossing. 

The proposal is designed to solve the prob¬ 
lems caused by Operation Stack, imple¬ 
mented when the Port of Dover is shut 
because of bad weather or industrial action. 

The M20 is closed between junctions 8 
and 9, and 11 and 12, and turned into a 
lorry park for freight heading to the port. 
But Stack causes gridlock in the surround¬ 
ing area, as traffic moves onto the A20 and 
other roads. 

And campaigners against the proposed 
site, just off the M20 between the villages of 
Aldington, Sellindge and Smeeth, say a 
lorry park is not the answer. 

Simon Foster, of the Lorry Park Alliance, 
says there needs to be a combination of 
short and long-term solutions to the 
increasing freight traffic on Kent’s roads.

He said: “Fifty per cent of all the country’s 
foreign freight traffic comes through Dover 
and the estimates for growth show more will 
be generated from the ferries.” 

Mr Foster, a former Ashford councillor with 
years of experience in the transport sector, says 
the country’s import and export traffic needs to 
be shared with more ports around the country. 

The lorry park proposed by KCC would take 
500 lorries every night, with space for a fur¬ 
ther 2,500 being made available if there was 
disruption for trucks trying to get across the 
Channel. 

Mr Foster said: “There is a truckstop in 
Ashford which could be enlarged. Drivers have 
to stop because of regulations on driving hours 
anyway. People say foreign drivers don’t park 
there because they don’t want to spend the 
money, but most of the time it is because it 
is already full, particularly at weekends.” 

The truckstop in Sevington has space for 
335 lorries. Mr Foster said: “I’m sure the 
owners would be happy to see that 
increased to 500. It could also be linked to 
building the new 10a junction.” 

That project, just along the M20 from 
Aldington, has been put on hold for five 
years, but linking it to space for lorries 
could give extra impetus for it being built. 

Mr Foster said the moveable barrier used 
to separate HGVs from other lanes of the 
M20 during Stack had worked well between 
junctions 11 and 12, and should also be used 
between 8 and 9. Others have looked at find¬ 
ing an alternative to paving over 70 acres of 
land in the heart of the county. 

Sean Fury, of Protect Kent, said: “We want 
to explore creating more parking at Dover. 
The port is what generates the problem. The 
potential for disruption if one of the new 
superferries is cancelled is massive. 

“These companies are making money out 
of the traffic. They should be involved in a 
solution. It comes down to cost and who 
pays. The port would want to do everything 
it could to pass that on to someone else.” 


20p discount 
crossings ‘not 

under threat’ 



FEARS the Government may scrap the 
Dartford Crossing discount scheme for res¬ 
idents have been dismissed by the town’s 
Conservative MP. 

Motorists who live 
in Dartford are only 
charged 20p to use

“Far from being removed, the Department 
for Transport is encouraging more people to 
take up the scheme,” said Mr Johnson. 
“That’s not the actions of a Government that 
wants to get rid of it. Cllr Kent is crying croc¬ 
odile tears. If he or any other Labour politi¬ 
cian was that bothered, then at least one 
Labour MP would have bothered to attend a 
recent debate I secured on this in the 
Commons. He’s manufacturing a scare story 
and reading too much into things.” 

In October the Government announced 
that from 2012 car drivers should pay £2.50 
to cross the Thames - a £1 increase on the 
current price and £1.50 more than it was two 
years ago. 

Warning 


Cllr Kent’s warning to Thurrock residents - 
who are eligible for the same discount as those 
in Dartford - was made in response to a letter 
by roads minister Mike Penning to Thurrock’s 
Conservative MP Jackie Doyle-Price. 

In it the minister states that as part of a 
public consultation into the increased 
charges, he will also set out “any impacts” 
on the discount scheme. However, Mr 
Johnson said he believed this referred to the 
possibility that the 20p charge for motorists 
will also go up in line with the increased 
costs for non-locals. 

“At no stage during the recent debate did 
Mr Telling indicate the discount scheme was 
likely to be scrapped,” he added. “There’s 
nothing on any piece of correspondence I’ve 
received that suggests that either. The dis¬ 
count is the one positive thing the residents 
of Dartford get back from the crossing, so it 
would be wrong for it to be removed.” 

When the QEII bridge opened in 1991, 
motorists were told they would only be 
charged until the building costs had been 
met. Despite this happening nine years ago, 
charges remain in place. A Department for 
Transport official said: “We will set out in a 
consultation document early this year 
detailed proposals for revised charges.”

COMMUNITIES are being given 
a helping hand on how to generate 
their own energy in a bid to create 
a self-sufficient future. 

Environmental expert Sean Furey, deputy 
director of Protect Kent - the county’s branch 
of the Campaign to Protect Rural England - 
has published a book showing residents how 
they can create sustainable communities 

H without relying on harmful 
fossil fuels. 

Keeping the Lights On: 
Kent’s Future Generation 
discusses the different tech¬ 
nologies to generate energy, 
including the pros and cons 
and how they work. 

Mr Furey told KoS it dif¬ 
fered from other publica¬ 
tions because it was unbi¬ 
ased and steered away from complicated sci¬ 
entific explanations. 

“There isn’t a book like this,” he said. “Most 
campaign groups have their own agenda - 
such as Greenpeace being anti-nuclear - so 
they are often biased in their advice, but this 
book tells people what technologies are out 
there without pushing an agenda.

“It sets out the advantages and disadvan¬ 
tages of each technology, while giving a sim¬ 
ple description which people can understand. 

“It’s useful because energy prices are going 
up like mad at the moment. 

“There’s the Government’s Feed In Tariff 
scheme, where people who generate their 
own electricity from renewable or low carbon 
sources can sell it back to the National Grid 
and make some money.” 

Mr Furey said the book was a product of 
conferences looking at the impact of climate 
change held by Protect Kent. 

“There is so much going on in Kent, for 
example there are 13 power stations,” he said. 

“But power stations are coming to the end

of their lives and climate change means we 
have to move away from fossil fuels. 

“The UK is also massively dependent on 
North Sea oil, but all it takes is a disagree¬ 
ment with Russia or Ukraine and prices go 
up. This is reflected in everything, for exam¬ 
ple, gas companies put their prices up and 
even when oil prices go down, these compa¬ 
nies tend to leave the prices the same.” 

Mr Furey said community and individual 
action can be taken to help the UK move 
away from such dependence. Examples given 
in the book include solar panels, insulation, 
building heat exchangers and smart meters. 

Mr Furey said Kent already had some lead¬ 
ing eco-friendly developments, for example, 
Crossways, near Staplehurst, which is one 
the UK’s first zero-carbon homes. 

New social housing developments planned 
in Ashford and Maidstone are also set to meet 
high environmental building standards. 

The biggest offshore wind farm in the world 
has been built off the Thanet coast, with a 
substation in Richborough near Sandwich, 
and a £60 million onshore wind farm has 
been built at Romney Marsh. 

Chairman of Protect Kent Richard Knox- 
Johnston said: “There is no doubt that many 
of these new energy generating systems could 
have a major effect on the Kent countryside. 

“In this publication we have attempted to 
set out the other ways in energy can be pro¬ 
duced without despoiling the countryside.” 
See www.cprekent.org.uk for a copy. 

A PUB in Brabourne Lees near 
Ashford is helping to tackle the short¬ 
age of allotments available to people 
who want to grow their own vegetables. 

The Plough Inn has a disused field behind 
the children’s play area and the pub’s owner 
Shepherd Neame has agreed with the parish 
council to lease the land to local people. 

Sue Wood, parish council clerk, said: “We 
were approached by a couple of residents 
who said they would like to have some allot¬ 
ments in the village. 

“We then went to the company and we were 
delighted that they immediately came back to 
say they were happy to do it.” 

Television shows such as Hugh Fearnley- 
Whittingstall’s River Cottage series mean 
there is growing interest from the public who 
want to garden, but this demand means allot¬ 
ments are increasingly hard to find. 

In Ashford there is a huge waiting list for 
council plots to become available, meaning 
people have to wait for years. 

Work on preparing the ground is expected 
to start soon. 

The pub hopes it will be an opportunity to 
source more local produce for its restaurant. 


ONCE used for throwing at medieval crim¬ 
inals or livening up Elizabethan plays, rot¬ 
ten fruit has had its uses over the years. 

But a Maidstone farmer is planning to 
take it to another level by using it to power 
and heat a new state-of-the-art eco-home. 

Sean Charlton, of G Charlton and Sons, 
intends to create a self-sustainable home at 
Ivy Farm, at Liverton Hill in the Boughton 
Malherbe parish of Maidstone. 

If plans go ahead, tonnes of fruit waste 
will be brought from his pack house once a 
week and fed into an anaerobic digester 
with will generate fuel to power the home - 
a building designed by Piers Gough, one of 
the country’s leading architects and a for¬ 
mer Kent Design champion. 

Mr Charlton said he was excited about 
the possibility of making the eco-house a 
reality, with planning discussions at 
Maidstone council due next month. 

Innovation 

“I have been involved in all stages of the 
design and as a man of Kent who farms the 
land, I truly want to live closely within the 
apple orchards with my family,” he said. 

Planning agent Ria Drake, from DHA 
Planning, called the proposals exceptional 
and innovative. 

“The anaerobic digester is a tried and 
tested sealed system, with no noise or smell 
issues, and the energy building will sit 
within existing farm structures,” she said. 

Ms Drake said the scheme reached level 
six of the Code for Sustainable Homes - the 
highest rating. 

But while Mr Charlton is hoping plans 
will go through, opposition has been raised 
by Boughton Malherbe parish council. 

Ron Galton, vice-chairman, said the pro¬ 
posed development was too big. 

“This is a beautiful parish and has been 
for a very long time. The planned develop¬ 
ment would destroy it - that is the general 
feeling. We held a public meeting and it was 
packed. The parish have opposed the plans 
on behalf of the community.” 

Ms Drake, however, said the house design 
was proportionate to the 42 acres it would 
sit in and the building would be partially 
buried into the landscape. 

She added: “The materials proposed draw 
inspiration from the Kentish vernacular, 
including peg tiles and ragstone.”

THE regeneration of one of Kent’s 
best-loved seaside resorts is pre¬ 
dicted to make it a prime target 
for profit-seeking homeowners. 

Perhaps now recognised more for its board- 
ed-up shops than beautiful sandy beaches, 
the millions being invested in Margate - once 
one of the UK’s most popular tourist destina¬ 
tions - could be the boost it needs to bring 
about a return to its glory days. 

And it is for this reason property firms are 
tipping the resort to buck sliding house price 
trends and instead offer shrewd investment 
opportunities for homeowners. 

Jonathan Haward, chairman of the County 
Homesearch Company, said: “Last year was a 
challenging one for the property market, and 
the majority of the UK will see property 
prices stagnate or fall in 2011. 

“However, all is not lost as unique circum¬ 
stances will allow certain towns and villages 
to weather the storm. 

“Margate is experiencing major regenera¬ 
tion and is certainly a sensible place to invest. 
The Turner Contemporary art gallery is 
opening in April, and a number of seaside 
bars and cafes are planned, together with 


new and renovated hotels, creating a cosmo¬ 
politan atmosphere. 

“A housing renewal programme is in place, 
which will improve its long-term future as a 
place to live. 

“With a one-bedroom apartment available 
from about £25,000 and a four-bedroom 
detached house from about £200,000, there 
are few other places in Kent offering such 
value for money.” 

Situated on Margate’s seafront on the same 
site where JMW Turner stayed when visiting 
the town, the Turner Contemporary gallery 
will be the largest exhibition space in the 
South East outside of London. 

The £17.4 million development will open on 
April 16, and is expected to be the catalyst for 
a regeneration of the town. 


North Thanet MP Roger Gale said: “Once 
the gallery opens there will be a huge 
demand for property in the area, and if I had 
the money I’d buy something there myself. 

“If we could get the high-speed rail link 
extended to Thanet than the demand would 
be even higher, but at the moment it’s of very 
little value to us at all. 

“But one day somebody will finish the job 
and any long-term investor would do very 
well indeed to buy property in Margate.” 

The County Homesearch Company 
includes Margate among a list of six ‘shrewd 
investment towns’, which also includes the 
east London district of Dalston, Dunbar in 
south east Scotland, and Anglesey in north 
Wales.

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Children's services boss quits KCC

AN UNDER-FIRE senior 
council officer has left County 
Hall after a top level restruc¬ 
ture resulted in the removal 
of her position. 

Rosalind Turner, who as the manag¬ 
ing director of children, families and 
education earned £180,000 a year, left 
Kent County Council after her offer of 
voluntary redundancy was accepted. 

Mrs Turner’s exit came just days 
before it was revealed that concerns 
had been raised over 541 of the 5,976 
child protection cases reviewed by the 
authority so far. 

The cases came to light after KCC 


Post lost as child protection concerns raised 


received a ‘poor’ rating as part of 
Ofsted’s annual assessment of chil¬ 
dren’s services, which fell under Mrs 
Turner’s control. 

Council leaders had been warned 
such a verdict was likely after the 
watchdog rated its safeguarding and 
looked-after children services as ‘inade¬ 
quate’ in November. 

Areas of concern included the man¬ 
agement and supervision of staff, low 
educational attainment of youngsters 
in care, and social workers with high 
caseloads. 

Mrs Turner was also forced to issue a 
public apology last March when it 
emerged an inexperienced social work¬ 
er failed to act on a warning about 
Tunbridge Wells resident Christopher 


Sellman, who went on to kill his baby 
daughter. 

Also leaving KCC is the department’s 
director of resources Grahame Ward, 
who oversaw Kent’s Building Schools 
for the Future programme. 

Mr Ward has also taken voluntary 
redundancy, and is believed to be tak¬ 
ing early retirement. 

Last week KCC leader Cllr Paul 
Carter unveiled the council’s budget for 
2010-11 and revealed the authority 
must identify savings of £95m. 

A KCC spokeswoman said the 
restructure of senior staff would save 
the authority about £750,000, and £20 
million would be clawed back once an 
estimated 1,500 posts are removed 
over the next three to four years. 


She added: “Inevitably, there will be 
some people who feel they no longer fit 
in the new structure and will take vol¬ 
untary redundancy. 

“It is only fair and right that senior 
directors take a hit like everyone else.” 

KCC announced its plans for a top- 
level restructure last October, reveal¬ 
ing several major changes. 

It will have five new directorates 
each run by a corporate director: fami¬ 
lies and social care; customer and com¬ 
munities; enterprise and environment; 
business strategy and support; and 
education, learning and skills. 

Personnel and development director 
Amanda Beer revealed at the time that 
the changes would affect 29 senior 
members of staff. 


Refugee, 17, aims to help others in care 


A TEENAGE refugee elected to Kent’s 
Children in Care Council has vowed 
to help improve the lives of those liv¬ 
ing through the system. 

Ali Danish, from Afghanistan, arrived 
in England in 2006. With no family in 
the UK he was taken into care. 

Four years and an election later, the 
17-year-old was made a member of 
the county’s Children in Care Council 
(CICC) and has pledged to use his 
own experiences to try and better the 
lives of looked-after children. 

It follows a damning Ofsted report 


into Kent County Council’s child pro¬ 
tection services which were labelled 
inadequate, and a follow-up review by 
KCC which found that 541 of the 
5,976 cases showed cause for concern. 

The CICC, which is made up of 12 
youngsters who meet several times a 
year to discuss issues relevant to 
those in care, represents the county’s 
1,400 looked-after children, who were 
the focus of the Ofsted inspection. 

Ali, who lives in Ramsgate, said the 
care council had already discussed the 
need to boost educational services for 


looked-after children, as well as 
careers and training opportunities. 

He said: “Everything I’ve received 
from the care system I’ve been pleased 
with. I’ve been fortunate to have had 
good social workers and a caring fos¬ 
ter parent.” 

But he stressed the importance of 
education to ensure a brighter future. 

“Having the attitude and the drive 
to study depends on how well you’re 
brought up and how well you’re 
taught. School experience is obviously 
not the same for everyone, especially 


for children who are in care, because 
some of them come with a different 
past and different family problems.” 

CICC administrator Scott King, who 
was placed in care aged just six 
months old, said: “Can the council’s 12 
members make a difference? Yes, they 
can. Even one can make a difference. 

“If one person comes up with one 
issue, if you sort that issue, the 
chances are you’ve sorted out a hun¬ 
dred people’s issues.” 

CICC is supported by KCC and The 
Young Lives Foundation.

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No intervention over rail fare hike

A GOVERNMENT minister has 
refused to intervene in the ongoing 
rail fare dispute, stating the mas¬ 
sive price hike was well within the 
rights of Kent’s berated train firm. 

Conservative transport minister Theresa 
Villiers wrote to North Thanet MP Roger Gale 
saying she would not approach Southeastern 
boss Charles Horton on the issue. 

Mr Gale has condemned the ticket price rises 
which in some parts of Kent was as high as 
12.8 per cent. 

In a letter to the senior Tory backbencher, Ms 
Villiers said the train company was allowed to 
increase fares by inflation plus three per cent 
rather than the normal one per cent to cover 
improvements made to the network. 


And she stressed that Southeastern was in 
fact free to increase prices by as much as five 
per cent plus inflation, so long as the average 
remained at three per cent plus RPI across the 
county. 

She said: “I am fully aware of constituents’ 
concern about the higher than average price 
cap that applies for Southeastern passengers. 

“I am afraid the fare increases Southeastern 
is introducing are within the terms of the fran¬ 
chise agreement. I therefore have no standing 
to intervene with Charles Horton.” 

In some parts of Kent, season ticket holders 
saw fares rise to well above £5,000 as the train 
company introduced its new price list for 2011. 

Kent’s MPs were united in their fury at 
what they claimed were unfair increases for a 
poor service, with some, including Mr Gale, 
calling for Southeastern to be stripped of its 
franchise, which runs out in 2012. 

If the company, however, continues to meet [ 
delivery targets it will be automatically offered 
a two-year franchise extension to 2014.

KEEP MOVING: Double parking and blocking dropped kerbs could cost drivers dear 


TRAFFIC wardens are to be 
given new powers to issue fines 
for double-parked cars or vehi¬ 
cles left in front of dropped kerbs. 

Kent County Council is expected to adopt 
Government legislation introduced as part 
of the 2004 Traffic Management Act, and 
give permission to the 12 district and bor¬ 
ough councils to issue more penalty notices. 

However, wardens will still not be 
allowed to issue tickets for cars parked 
across driveways, as they will not know if 
the driver has received permission to do so. 

Members of KCC’s environment, high¬ 
ways and waste policy overview and scruti¬ 
ny committee will be asked to approve the 
new powers at a meeting on Tuesday. 

A report states additional wardens will 
not be employed, so there will be no extra 
cost to enforcing the new restrictions. 


It adds: “There may be a limited addition¬ 
al income through the issuing of penalty 
charge notices, but it is to be noted that 
parking enforcement is a necessary tool to 
ensure good traffic management and road 
safety, not to generate an income stream.” 

The charge for parking offences stands at 
£70, reduced by half if paid within a fort¬ 
night. KCC is keen to clamp down on 
motorists who park in front of dropped 
kerbs, which officers say inconveniences 
people - particularly those pushing prams 
or using wheelchairs or mobility vehicles - 
trying to cross the road. 

KCC defines double parking as leaving a 
car 50cm or more from the kerb, and says 
it contributes to congestion and is an incon¬ 
venience for other road users.

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Remembering the 
victims of genocide 


MEMORIAL services will be held 
across Kent this month as people 
of all faiths gather to remember 
the victims of the Holocaust, 
writes Steve Knight. 

The genocide of six million men, women 
and children by the Nazis during World War 
Two continues to evoke horror across the 
globe, and on January 27 people will unite in 
grief once more. 

Ramsgate, Deal and Rochester are among 
the towns due to hold services for Holocaust 
Memorial Day, which has been held in the 
UK since 2001 and was declared an interna¬ 
tional event by the United Nations in 2005. 

“The Holocaust continues to have a lasting 
effect, all the way through to the second, 
third and fourth generations of Jewish peo¬ 
ple,” said Godfrey Fischer, senior warden of 
Thanet and District Reform Synagogue. 

“It’s difficult to understand how humanity 
could produce someone [Adolf Hitler] who 
through hatred or fear could target one peo¬ 
ple for their own gain. 

“But it’s not just the Jewish community 
that has been affected. You also have to think 
about the relatives of Germans who were 
adults during the war, who have discovered 
what terrible things their parents or grand¬ 
parents did. 

“The Holocaust has had an effect every¬ 
where, yet awful things still happen in the 
world -1 have no answer as to why.” 

Hitler’s ‘final solution’ for occupied Europe 
was aimed at eliminating ‘non-Aryans’, 
including Jews, gypsies and the mentally 
and physically disabled. Political opponents

of the Nazi regime were also targeted. 

Many were sent to death camps such as 
Auschwitz, where they were shot, gassed or 
starved to death, before being buried in mass 
graves or cremated on an industrial scale. 

In addition to marking the 66th anniver¬ 
sary of the liberation of Auschwitz - on 
January 27, 1945 - this year’s Holocaust 
Memorial Day will also remember the vic¬ 
tims of more recent genocides in Cambodia, 
Rwanda, Bosnia and Darfur. Mr Fischer said 
it was important to raise awareness of the 
atrocities. 

“Children have an inherent grasp of what 
is right and wrong, and one hopes that is 
included in their school curriculum and 
taught by their parents,” he said. 

“But unless events like the Holocaust are 
taught in school, how will they know what 
not to do in the future? If we don’t teach the 
difference between right and wrong, they 
can’t make that choice.”

‘Jams tomorrow without 
freight action plan today’

ROAD-user groups have 
warned the Government 
that it ignores congestion 
problems surrounding the 
Port of Dover at its peril. 

Supporting 22,000 jobs and han¬ 
dling £80 billion of trade each year, 
Dover is the busiest roll-on/roll-off 
port in Europe. But campaigners 
claim its future growth will be stifled 
unless improvements to Kent’s roads 
are supported and funded by the 
Department for Transport. 

These include a widening of the A2 
between Lydden and Dover, a 
crawler lane for slow-moving lorries 
on the A20, and a long-term solution 
to Operation Stack. Ian Taylor, assis¬ 
tant regional organiser of the 
Association of British Drivers (ABD), 
addressed the issue at last week’s 
meeting of the Dover port consulta¬ 
tive committee. He also gave a pres¬ 
entation on potential solutions to con¬ 
gestion, drawn up in partnership 
with the Dover A20 Action Group. 

Mr Taylor said: “The Channel cor¬ 
ridor is a strategic link of national 
importance and vital to the economy 

“For Dover to thrive, the port must 
thrive. For the port to thrive, provi¬ 
sion must be made for future 
increases in traffic - especially goods 


vehicles. We know there s no money 
right now, but we want to be there 
when things get going again.” 

Other suggestions include a buffer 
zone for pre-sorting dock traffic 
before it reaches the town, and the 
widening of the M2 between 
Canterbury and Medway 

Mr Taylor says the proposals have 
been received favourably by both the 
Port of Dover and the Tunbridge 
Wells-based Freight Transport 
Association, and that Dover MP 
Charlie Elphicke had agreed to lobby 
the Government. 

“Such plans take years to materi¬ 
alise and I’m reminded of that old 
slogan - jam tomorrow,” said Mr 
Taylor. “Well, one kind of jam we’ve 
seen too much of is traffic. It’s time 
for commitment and action.” 

Last month, Kent County Council 
published its Growth Without 
Gridlock transport strategy for the 
next 20 years, which outlined plans 
for up to £475 million investment to 
deal with the predicted doubling of 


freight traffic through Dover. 

Leader Cllr Paul Carter said the 
proposed third Thames crossing 
between Gravesend and Chadwell in 
Essex would allow for the “bifurca¬ 
tion” - division into two branches - of 
traffic heading to and from Dover. 

He said: “Vehicles travelling by 
way of Dover’s Eastern Docks would 
be encouraged to route via the lower 
Thames crossing and the M2/A2, 
while those travelling through the 
Western Docks or Channel Tunnel 
would be routed via Dartford and the 
M20/A20. 

“This would greatly increase the 
efficiency of Kent’s road network, 
helping the growth of Ashford, Dover 
and Maidstone by freeing up road 
capacity in the Channel corridor.” 

Cllr Carter wants to fund the 
improvements through a range of 
measures, including airport-style 
landing charges at the port and a 
road tax for foreign lorries.

DAME Judi Dench has filmed a 
commercial at Hever Castle 
aimed at attracting tourists to the 
UK as the focus of the world turns 
to this spring’s Royal wedding. 

The award-winning actress - who portrays 
‘M’ in the James Bond spy movies - has been 
appointed an ambassador by tourism chiefs 
looking to cash in on the nuptials of Prince 
William and Kate Middleton, on April 29. 

The promotional film, called Invitation to the 
World, is part of a £100 million drive to attract 
tourists to Britain and will be broadcast around 
the globe just days after the Royal wedding. 

The marketing push by national tourisn 
agency VisitBritain also aims to capitalise on 
the Queen’s diamond jubilee in the same year 
as the London 2012 Olympics. 

Dame Judi, 76, was seen as the obvious 


choice to promote Britain’s royal events. She 
won a Bafta in 1997 for playing Queen Victoria 
in Mrs Brown, and a best supporting actress 
Oscar for portraying Queen Elizabeth I in 
Shakespeare in Love a year later. 

She chose to film the commercial at Hever 
Castle, describing the childhood home of 
Anne Boleyn as one her 
favourite places. 

Fittingly, Prince William and 
his fiancee Ms Middleton, who 
are distantly related as 12th 
cousins once removed, are both 
descended from the Boleyn fam¬ 
ily, who owned Hever Castle 
between 1462 and 1538. 

They are descended from Mary 
Boleyn, the older sister of Henry VHI’s second 
wife Anne, who became his queen until losing 
her head. 

Mary was a mistress of the monarch until 
her younger sister caught his eye, an intrigu¬ 
ing story loosely told in the film The Other 
Boleyn Girl. The father of the famed sisters, 
Thomas Boleyn, is the 14th generation 


grandfather of Prince William and Kate 
Middleton. And Prince William, who is second 
in line to the throne, is also wanted as an 
ambassador for VisitBritain. 

A spokesman for the agency said: “Britain is 
fortunate to have a wealth of globally recog¬ 
nised celebrities from entertainment, culture 
and sport. VisitBritain wants 
to capitalise on this by making 
them a central part of our 
£100m, four-year marketing 
campaign designed to create a 
permanent increase in tourism 
to the UK. 

“We can confirm Dame Judi 
made a film for the campaign 
at Hever Castle. We will also be 
filming other British stars talking about their 
favourite aspects of Britain. 

“Dame Judi’s comments will be used, along 
with those of other celebrities, on a variety of 
channels including TV, online channels and 
social media. Top of our wish list are people 
such as David Beckham, Daniel Craig and 
Catherine Zeta Jones.”

Former firefighter saves A20 crash driver

A DRIVER’S life was saved by a former fire¬ 
fighter who dragged the motorist from a burn¬ 
ing car after a crash. 

Ian Ridgers, from Sheppey, used all his expe¬ 
rience to rescue the 40-year-old victim after his 
car left the A20 near Maidstone, on Tuesday. 

The vehicle slid down the bank at 
Hollingboume before hitting a tree and burst¬ 
ing into flames. Mr Ridgers, who had been a 
firefighter based at the Sheppey station for 30 
years, had just arrived for work at Leeds 
Castle when the crash happened. 


He said: “I was talking to the gatekeeper 
when I heard the smash, so went up with the 
first aid kit and saw the car’s engine was 
alight. 

“The man was pinned to his seat by the 
steering wheel, so I got in through the back 
and managed to lower his seat a fraction 
which allowed us to get him onto the passen¬ 
ger side. 

“I grabbed him round the waist while two 
other men took his arms and we pulled him 
out. He was in pain but there wasn’t any 


option. Within seconds the compartment was 
alight. It was just instinct and years of experi¬ 
ence and training took over.” 

Two fire crews from Maidstone arrived just 
after 7am and found the driver being treated 
by Mr Ridgers. Paramedics took the victim to 
hospital while crews extinguished the blaze, 
which had engulfed the car. 

Fire service area manager Martin Adams 
said: “If not for Mr Ridgers’ immediate action, 
quick thinking and leadership, the driver 
would have died.”

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F ilm speaks up 
for stammerers 


IT HAS received critical acclaim 
and is tipped to clear up at the 
Oscars, but for one group of 
people Hollywood film The 
King’s Speech has proved to 
be more than just a good night 
out at the cinema, writes 
Marijke Cox. 

The blockbuster, starring Colin Firth, 
tells the story of how King George VI over¬ 
came his debilitating stammer to make him 
feel worthy of the throne. 

Nigel Wilson, who lives in Folkestone and 
has suffered with a stammer since the age 
of three, said the film has given people with 
the neurological condition the chance to 
finally be heard. 

And the NHS worker said for once, the 
720,000 children and adults in the UK who 
stammer will be understood. 

“There are misconceptions around stam¬ 
mering, one is that people with stammers 
are stupid, which just isn’t true,” he said. 

“Unless it is caught very early stammering 
can’t be cured - what we have to do is man¬ 
age it and this was presented in the film. 

“I think the film will raise awareness that 
stammering is not a small problem and not 
an easy thing to overcome.” 

Mr Wilson, who works with disabled chil¬ 
dren as a clinical technologist, said the con¬ 
dition has had a major impact on his life. 

“I left school at 16 with a CSE in metal 
work. I started secondary school at mid¬ 
stream but I was moved into a remedial 
class because of my stammer,” he said. 

“Now I have a masters degree and other 
degree level qualifications, which shows 
that had I had support in school maybe I 


wouldn’t have been in the lower stream.” 

Mr Wilson said while he had a successful 
16-year career with multi-national compa¬ 
ny Xerox, moving through the ranks to a 
senior position, he chose to leave after 
struggling with communication. 

“In my managerial role I had to make 
conference calls to factories in places like 
Malaysia and Hungary and it was difficult 
to do this,” he said. “Introducing myself was 
hard as trying to say my name is the worst 
thing, it’s one thing I can’t avoid. 

“You can learn tricks to cope with face-to- 
face situations but it’s harder over the 
phone. For example in a pub I can point to 
the bitter I want.” 

Mr Wilson said stammering can be severely 
disabling, which is not always recognised. He 
said it was often difficult when socialising, 
but said it had not stopped him going out. 

As well as trying his hand at stand-up 
comedy, Mr Wilson said he had also gone 
speed dating - where people have just three 
minutes to make a good first impression. 

“It’s difficult because people with stam¬ 
mers are defined by how they talk, unlike 
people with other disabilities,” he said. 

Mr Wilson said The King’s Speech explores 
the methods used to manage stammers 
where Australian speech therapist Lionel 
Logue used then-unorthodox treatments to 
help the King, which are still used today. 

“I’ve had different therapy over the 
years,” said Mr Wilson. “Now it’s much 
more holistic in nature. It’s more to do with 
the cognitive side of speech and treatment, 
looking at the underlying causes. 

“Stammering is just the tip of the iceberg 
- all the problems and anxieties that are 
going on below are the main issue. What we 
say is just the tip of everything.”

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Our schools’ £2.4m debt 
among lowest in country 

Bad management blamed for ‘unacceptable’ figures

MORE than a tenth of Kent’s sec¬ 
ondary schools were a total of 
£2.4 million in the red by the end 
of the last financial year. 

According to figures released by the Dep¬ 
artment for Education, 12 of the county’s 97 
secondaries - about 12.4 per cent - operated 
at an average deficit of £202,000 per school. 

Including primary schools, the total amount 
was £2.9m shared between 27 schools - an 
increase of £l.lm from 2008-09 when just 13 
were in the red. 

However, the percentage of all schools in 
deficit (4.7 per cent) is one of the lowest in the 
country and has earned Kent County Council 
praise for the financial support it offers. 

“I can think of little excuse for running at a 
deficit,” said Gravesend-based independent 
education adviser Peter Read. “The average 
deficit for secondary schools is about 
£200,000 but for some it will be considerably 
more, and I don’t think that’s acceptable. 

“It’s down to bad management, but having 
said that KCC has kept a tight grip on its 
schools to make sure the percentage of those 
in deficit is considerably lower than the 
national average.”

Nationally a total of 591 schools - or 18.4 
per cent - were running at a combined deficit 
of more than £113m by the end of last year, 
while 28.8 per cent of schools were holding on 
to too much taxpayers’ money by having 
‘excess surpluses’. The latter description 
applied to just five schools in Kent. 

John Walder, secretary of the Kent branch 
of the National Union of Teachers, said he 
was not surprised some schools were running 
at a loss. 

“Lately I’ve done little else than attend 
early consultation meetings on matters like 
school amalgamations, changes in school sta¬ 
tuses and budget-inspired redundancies,” he 
added. “These are teachers who would be 
standing in front of classrooms but are now 
being whittled away on all fronts. 


“If a school builds up a deficit of a few thou¬ 
sand pounds then that might be okay, but if 
it’s tens of thousands then they’re told to 
restructure, that means getting rid of staff.” 

Despite his concerns, Mr Walder admitted 
the £2.9m total deficit was “small beer” com¬ 
pared to the total surplus of £40m in the county. 

A Kent County Council spokesman said 
that four of the 27 schools in question had 
closed during 2008-9, and that the remaining 
23 are working to an agreed recovery plan. 

He added: “Kent has a small, dedicated 
team of professional staff who support 
schools in financial difficulty and has also 
invested heavily in financial management 
training for headteachers and governors. 

“This includes ensuring schools prepare 
three-year forecasts so we can identify poten¬ 
tial problems before they happen. It is a strat¬ 
egy that is very effective.” 

In Medway, seven of the unitary authority’s 
108 schools (6.5 per cent) were running at a 
total loss of £1.5m by the end of 2009-10. 

The year before there were 10 schools in 
deficit but the total loss was lower at £l.lm. 

A Medway Council spokesman said: “The 
council works closely with schools who are in 
deficit to support them with budget planning. 

“As a result of this and actions taken by the 
schools concerned, they have been able to 
reduce expenditure and return to a surplus. 

“We will continue to work with schools to 
help resolve any deficit they may have.” 
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Petting farm may have to pay out millions in compensation 


Justice for E.coli children

YOUNG twins who suffered 
acute kidney failure in the 
biggest outbreak of E.coli on an 
open farm in the UK, stand to be 
paid a big cash settlement after 
the farm confirmed it would not 
contest liability. 

Aaron and Todd Fumell, from Paddock 
Wood, were aged just two when they visited 
a petting farm in Surrey. 

While at Godstone Farm they both 
caught a dangerous strain of E.coli which 
caused them to suffer acute kidney failure. 
It lead to a lengthy spell in hospital and 
may lead to long term medical problems. 

Last year, their parents launched a legal 
bid for compensation in a group action 
involving more than 20 other children from 
those affected. 

And this week lawyers representing the 
family said the farm will “not contest” lia¬ 
bility for personal injury and consequential 
loss. Which means it could now be faced 
with paying out millions in compensation. 

A total of 93 people - 76 of them children 
under 10 - became ill after the outbreak in 
August, 2009. The farm shut four weeks 
after the first case. 

Dialysis 

Among those made ill were two-year-old 
twins Aaron and Todd Furnell from 
Paddock Wood - now aged three. 

They both suffered acute kidney failure 
and spent weeks in hospital. 

The law firm says medical evidence gath¬ 
ered so far suggests that some of the chil¬ 
dren are at risk of renal failure, which could 
lead to dialysis and the need for kidney 
transplants in future years. 

The twins’ mother, Tracy Mock, said: “I 
am very pleased that we have been success-

ful in this case. As a family we have suf¬ 
fered significant pain and distress and may 
still not know for many years the long-term 
consequences for the twins’ health. 

“In light of the farm’s decision, we can 
take comfort in the fact that Todd, Aaron 
and the other children will have the finan¬ 
cial support they need to deal with their 
current health problems and any that arise 
later in their lives.” 

Legal proceedings were launched in June 
2010 by law firm Field Fisher Waterhouse 
on behalf of the twins, and representing 
some 27 children in total. 

The farm initially defended the claim, 
despite the publication of the Health 
Protection Agency’s report, The Griffin 
Inquiry, into the outbreak, which found 
there were numerous failings in the way in 
which the farm handled the outbreak and 
in its appreciation of the risk associated 
with E.coli 0157. 

Confirmation by Godstone Farm that it 
will not be disputing the claim applies to all 
of the children represented in the group 
action. The level of financial support award¬ 
ed to the families involved will be decided 
at a later hearing. 

It is understood that the farm intends to 
pursue a claim for indemnity/contribution 
against Tandridge District Council and the 
Health Protection Agency. 

According to the legal firm, one of the 


main arguments against the farm centred on 
the fact small children visiting the farm were 
allowed to enter the pens, so putting them into 
direct contact with animal faeces. 

Owner of the farm, Jackie Flaherty, said: “All 
issues surrounding the E.coli outbreak in 2009 
are being handled by the farm’s insurers, so I 
cannot comment further on the legal aspects. 
However, in the last 15 months the children 
involved have never been far from our 
thoughts and prayers, particularly those who 
spent time in hospital.” 

E.coli 0157 is a particularly dangerous 
strain and can cause serious illness, including 
renal failure and death in children under five 
and the elderly. It is specifically carried in 
farm animals and was only discovered in 1975. 

It is a relatively new strain of bacteria and is 
distinct from the E.coli that we all carry. 

It has to be ingested by humans and is car¬ 
ried in the gut of animals and consequently 
their faeces. It does not cause illness in animals. 


Prisoners paid 
to use the gym 

MAIDSTONE Prison has been blasted for pay¬ 
ing inmates to use the jail’s exercise facilities. 

It was revealed in a national newspaper that 
inmates were offered 50p to use the gym for a 
morning or afternoon session. 

The Category C prison has been criticised by 
members of the TaxPayers’ Alliance who are 
shocked that inmates get paid for exercise 
while ordinary members of the public have to 
face hefty gym bills. 

Campaign manager at the TaxPayers’ 
Alliance, Charlotte Linacre, said: “It seems 
unfair that prison inmates get paid to go to the 
gym while many taxpayers on tighter budgets 
can’t afford luxuries like gym membership.” 

The jail’s 600 inmates can only take part in 
two sessions per week and it has been report¬ 
ed the money is used at the prison tuck shop. 

A Prison Service spokesman confirmed the 
payment, adding: “Convicted prisoners are 
required to work, encouraged to take part in 
education and to attend courses to address 
their offending behaviour. 

“Those who refuse to participate do not 
receive any pay.”

Sgt Meachin, of the Royal Loyal Logistic 
Corps, is currently attached to The Argyll 
and Sutherland Highlanders, 5th Battalion 
The Royal Regiment of Scotland working as 
a combat chef. 

He is based at the Helmand Police 
Training Centre outside Lashkar Gah and 
previously served in Northern Ireland, 
Bosnia and Iraq, but this is his first tour of 
Afghanistan. 

5 Scots deployed to Afghanistan as part of 
16 Air Assault Brigade, and are responsible 
for training and mentoring the Afghan 
National Police and bringing the force up to 
a sufficiently high standard to take over 
security responsibilities currently per¬ 
formed by British and Nato troops. They 
will remain in Helmand until April, 2011. 

There are currently around 117,000 fully- 
trained Afghan National Policemen in 
Afghanistan and the aim is to reach a tar¬ 
get of 134,000 by the end of 2011. 5 Scots’ 
work in Helmand province represents a key 
part of achieving this target. 

Sgt Meachin said: “The best thing about 
being here in Afghanistan - and about 
being in the Army in general - is being part 
of such a great team. Everyone has their 
own part to play in achieving success. 5 
Scots are making great progress here and 
I’m very proud to be part of that.” 



TROOPS from the Tongan Defence Force 
have deployed for the first time to Camp 
Bastion in southern Afghanistan after a 
period of training at the ranges in Hythe. 

The Royal Tongan Marines have commenced 
security duties with coalition troops at Camp 
Bastion in Helmand Province - and celebrated 
their arrival with a war dance called the Sipi Tau. 

The Tongan troops are serving with the Camp 
Bastion Force Protection Wing, where they guard 
the base perimeter and assist with manning the 
entry control points. 

Flight Sergeant Morgan Price from the RAF 
Police said: “Camp Bastion is the main logistics 
hub in Helmand Province. 

“An insurgent attack on Camp Bastion has the 
potential to affect operations far beyond the 
base. It is therefore vital that is assured through 
stringent search measures.” 

Tongan Royal Marine, Lance Corporal Taniela 
Akauola said: “I enjoy working alongside the RAF 
Police, already we are a good team.” 

To mark the start of their duties at Camp 
Bastion, the Tongans paraded in front of their 
National Component Commander, Cdr Satisi 
Vunipola and the Camp Bastion Group Captain 
Guy van den Berg. 
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From new recruit 
to police instructor 

CANTERBURY-based soldier Shaun 
Magee was only five weeks out of basic 
training when he deployed to Afghanistan. 

But in a very short time he has gone from 
pupil to instructor as he is mentoring the 
Afghan National Police (ANP) as part of his 
deployment with 5 Scots. 

At the police traning centre just outside 
Helmand’s provincial capital Lashkar Gah, 
soldiers from the battalion work with other 
military groups to deliver training to the 
Afghan police officers. 

This includes the basic military skills the 
ANP will require to protect themselves and 
the community. 

The main focus of the lessons, however, is 
on policing skills and the emphasis is on 
turning the trainees into a professional and 
respected policing force. Around 95 per cent 
of all recruits are illiterate and innumerate 
and so the eight-week course includes 42 
hours of reading and basic maths. 

Pt Magee said: “It’s good to know you are 
making a real difference and improving 
security for normal people in Afghanistan. 

“The main challenge is the language bar¬ 
rier. Everything has to be done through an 
interpreter - but I’ve learned a few phrases 
to help me interact with the recruits.”

After all, the problem was only that I couldn’t 
type the @ sign and sometimes the caps lock 
would take on a life of its own. Surely that was a 
simple enough problem for them to resolve? 

So, on December 9, off it went. Picked up from 
my office and whisked away to be fixed, with a 
promise it would be back to me within three 



weeks at the latest. I put all my doubts and rotten 
experiences of the past behind me. I had faith in 
this company. I had faith in the staff... oops. 

After three weeks I had heard nothing. So I called 
and was told due to the weather I would not be 
receiving my machine back until the first week on 
January. Fine. It had been repaired, and was under¬ 
going some quality assurance tests. 

Okay by me. Two days later, however, I got a 
phone call informing me the machine was head¬ 
ing back my way and would be delivered on 
December 28 - a bank holiday. I was impressed. 
And, fortunately, working, so I would be there. 

With a crushing inevitability, the delivery 
failed to show. I rang and they said it 
ls still due. Still nothing. “Next da/’, 
hey said. Still nothing. 

I rang again and was told it was 
all a mistake - it’s still in the work¬ 
shop.

Flying strictly 
for the birds 

The RSPB is reiterating its con¬ 
cerns and those of thousands of 
objectors about the proposed expan¬ 
sion of an airport next to an area of 
ecological importance. 

About 14,000 people wrote to the 
Government Office for the South 
East to request the plans for 
expanding Lydd airport be called in 
for a public inquiry. This shows the 
level of feeling that developing an 
airport next to an internationally 
important wildlife site is wrong. 

In September, proposals to extend 
the Dungeness special protection 
area and designate it an interna¬ 
tional wetland site were announced 
by Natural England. These protec¬ 
tion levels highlight the area’s 
importance. It is one of the best in 
Europe for wildlife and has some of 
our most spectacular habitats. The 
shingle is home to unique wildlife 
and the expanse of coastal wetlands 
is of European importance for 
breeding and wintering waterfowl, 
as well as an important stopover for 
migrants. Any further development 


of Lydd threatens the ability to pro¬ 
tect this special place, which pro¬ 
vides space for both wildlife and the 
people who come here to enjoy it. 

On top of this, the Government’s 
legislative programme included an 
Airport Economic Regulation Bill 
which ruled out new runways in 
the South East and indicated any 
growth in aviation should be within 
the constraints of existing infra¬ 
structure. While the proposed 
development of Lydd airport may 
create some limited employment, 
there are opportunities to develop 
the local economy sustainably in 
ways that do not damage the envi¬ 
ronment and quality of life. 

There is huge potential to pro¬ 
mote the environment and attract 
more visitors and tourists. The 
RSPB is keen to work with others 
across Romney Marsh and 
Dungeness to make the most of this 
potential. The public inquiry will 
start on February 15. People can 
send their views for the attention of 
the inspector, KD Barton, do 
Leanne Palmer, Room 4/02 Temple 
Quay House, 2 The Square, Temple 
Quay, Bristol, BS1 6PN, or email:

Boris Island is 
worth raising 

I read with interest about the 
UK’s airport options. Never 
mind the Nimby attitudes - the 
time is right to study, without 
bias, all the possibilities.

If they can cope in 
countries with a much harsher 
climate, why do we struggle? 

Is not the answer that the 
areas around Heathrow and 
Gatwick are insufficient in the 
21st century? It has been said 
in the past that Heathrow is in 
the wrong place and I seriously 
wonder if the answer is not to 
reconsider London Mayor Boris 
Johnson’s Estuary island idea. 

The French did something 
similar when they built the 
Charles de Gaulle and Paris’s 
airport was relocated (although 
not to an island). 

Before the anti-progress 
brigade start huffing and puff¬ 
ing about the environment and 
wildlife, let me state there is a 


precedent here. Osaka in Japan 
has an airport, designed by 
British engineers, in the bay, 
with a hydraulic system to 
withstand earthquakes and 
typhoons. This brings me to 
another gripe - why can we not 
put in the infrastructure when 
anything new is built? It 
always follows years later. In 
Japan in 2005 there was an 
international Expo in Nagoya. 

The Japanese, with typical 
efficiency, built a new motor¬ 
way, railway system and even 
an airport for visitors. Why 
can’t we? Is it not the way for¬ 
ward? The airport would have 
all the runways needed, with a 
high-speed rail link, motorway 
and infrastructure (I concede 
the cost would be phenomenal). 

This country must consider 
the options: do we want to be 
part of Europe with the capaci¬ 
ty to cope, or a quiet little back¬ 
water? 

Heathrow is supposed to be 
the “world’s busiest airport” 
and one seriously wonders for 
how much longer if this incom¬ 
petence continues.

Frankly, a stamp 
of disapproval 

For years now I have noticed a deteriorating 
quality in the franking of stamped Royal 
Mail post. With time at my disposal after 
Christmas, I decided to analyse the 87 
envelopes received in December. 

My impressions were sadly confirmed, 
albeit at a seasonably busy time for Royal 
Mail and with the added problem of the 
early winter snow. 

Of the 87 envelopes, 16 (18 per cent) were 
not franked, but three had their stamps 
cancelled by pen. However, a total of 21 (24 
per cent) stamps were not cancelled at all. 
Some 23 (26 per cent) were not imprinted 
with the postcode for automatic sorting. 

Of the 71 which had some form of frank¬ 
ing: 10 (14 per cent) had no day identified; 
24 (34 per cent) had no month identified; 
six (36 per cent) had no year identified; 49 
(69 per cent) had no time (or AM/PM) iden¬ 
tified; 39 (55 per cent) had no location 
identified. 

The worst frankings were the roundels. 
The best frankings were those with adver¬ 
tising strips. There is a tendency to re-use 
unfranked stamps and in economically chal¬ 
lenged times the temptation to resist this 
may well decline. As a result, Royal Mail 
may be losing substantial revenue with its 
lax operation. 

Unfortunately, I didn’t record the received 
dates to be able to analyse the deliver peri¬ 
ods and perhaps that would be unreason¬ 
able to compare it with Royal Mail’s prom¬ 
ise at this time of the year, but one second- 
class envelope I received on December 29 
was postmarked 9.XII (which I know was 
posted in Oxfordshire). 

How does Royal Mail reconcile its delivery 
promise if so many envelopes do not identify 
the day of cancellation, a total of 26 (32 per 
cent) in my survey? 

Yes, one can use the date on the item 
inside the envelope but where the date of 
posting becomes legally important, absence 
of a clear postmark presents a problem. 


We expect three Christmas cards from 
two relatives and one friend, all called Pat. 
Without a location on the franking, it’s 
impossible to tell between two of them who 
sent which card. 

Another second-class envelope I know was 
posted in the Perth area of Scotland (with a 
Scottish stamp) was actually franked by the 
Watford mail centre. 

If unsorted mail from Scotland was being 
shipped to England because of weather 
problems in Scotland, was the date stamp¬ 
ing of the envelope a true reflection of the 
date posted? 

I wonder if my experience is typical of 
what other readers encountered.

In the case of city commuters, the savings 
are considerable under the revised congestion 
charge from January 4, when the daily rate 
rose from £8 to £10.

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By STEVE LOADER 

steve.loader@kosmedia.co.uk 


RECORD numbers of shoppers 
flocked to the Ashford Designer 
Outlet between Christmas and New 
Year to boost sales by 21 per cent 
year on year.

“Sunday, Monday and Tuesday, December 26- 
28, were peak sales days, with stores employing 
additional staff to ensure visitors’ shopping 
experience went smoothly.” 

But the buoyant news from the big centres 
continues to jar against gloomy reports from the 
retail sector overall, notably new figures from 
the British Retail Consortium this week, which 
showed sales values falling 0.3 per cent on 
against December, 2009, though sales volumes 
actually rose 1.5 per cent. 

The BRC also blamed the weather for uncer¬ 
tainty in the sector. Director general Stephen 


Robertson said: “The unusually early winter 
weather made a difficult Christmas worse. 

“With mounting concerns about the impact of 
spending cuts and the wider economy, sales 
growth has been weak since last summer. 

“December was always likely to be similarly 
unspectacular but the snow and ice dealt an 
extra blow to business for many retailers. 

“Catch-up shopping gave a big boost to the 
week just before Christmas and the post- 
Christmas clearances were strong for non-food 
retailing, but neither was enough to replace 
every sale lost earlier in the month. 

“This is no return to the dire picture two years 
ago, but the message for the Chancellor is: con¬ 
centrate on delivering growth and leave any 
new burdens out of your March Budget.” 


SPORTS car maker Caterham has unveiled its 
first entirely new model for 16 years and it has 
been designed for track competition rather than 
the road, writes Steve Loader. 

The firm, which produces its legendary 
Caterham 7 two-seater at Dartford, has created 


the new 300bhp Ford-powered SP/300R for a 
new one-make race series due in 2012, to cater 
for the growing popularity of circuit trackdays 
attracting amateur drivers. The eye-catching 
£60,000 newcomer has been designed in con¬ 
junction with established race car creator Lola 


of Huntingdon. Sources at Caterham say it is 
unclear yet whether the project will create new 
production jobs at Dartford, though this is being 
looked at. For now, the 25 cars per year are 
expected to be produced by Lola, which has 
experience across most motor racing formulas. 


Region bears brunt of fraud boom 


FRAUDSTERS notched a record 20 per cent 
increase in scams last year and the South East, 
including Kent, bore the brunt of it. 

Of a UK total of 314 major frauds worth nearly 
£14 million, our region fell victim to 143 worth 
£110m altogether, or about 80 per cent. 

The next closest was Birmingham and the 
Midlands, with 46 cases worth nearly £70m. 

The figures from accountancy and audit giant 
KPMG’s ‘fraud barometer’ also showed that 42 
per cent of all cases had defrauded the public 
purse, totalling £571 m. 

KPMG spokesman Hitesh Patel said the South 
East’s record was a particular concern: “With the 


average fraud in London and the South East in 
2010 worth over £7.5m, the fraudsters are 
becoming increasingly sophisticated, focusing 
on big institutions where a successful hit can see 
them walking away with large amounts of cash. 

“Government agencies, like commercial busi¬ 
nesses, have been increasingly vulnerable to the 
threat of fraud. In a year of Government austerity 
measures, tax increases, rising unemployment 
and significant structural change, it is hardly sur¬ 
prising that the long fingers of the fraudster have 
reached into the public purse. 

“The greater concentration of population in the 
South East means a larger number of oppor¬ 


tunists and organised fraudsters targeting social 
welfare budgets,” he said. 

“Fraud is not a victimless crime, particularly at 
a time when the deficit is so high. Anti-fraud 
measures need to be reviewed and amplified by 
the public sector to combat this assault.” 

He added that professional gangs, many from 
abroad, were the biggest concern. 

Mr Patel described them as “the chameleons 
for the fraud world. Constantly changing their 
colours to creep one step ahead of technological 
development, exploiting business evolution for 
nefarious ends” and thriving particularly in the 
online environment.

I T’S hard to know whether to applaud or boo Dover 
Harbour Board’s blatant bid to steal some limelight from 
the arrival of P&O Ferries’ new superferry (see opposite). 
It wasn’t in the same league as the audacity shown by 
former Labour spin doctor Jo Moore, memorably sacked 
after proclaiming that 9/11 - the day of the terror attacks 
on the United States in 2001 - was “a good day to bury 
bad news”. 

But it was cheeky of DHB to send out a bulletin to coin¬ 
cide with the berthing of the impressive Spirit of Britain. It 
should have been a day of rare celebration for Dover’s ferry 
operators, battered by recession and a rejuvenated 
Channel Tunnel. 

French operator LD Lines axed its Dover services last 
year, SeaFrance is for sale, Norfolk Line merged operations 
with DFDS last year, and P&O needs Spirit of Britain and its 
forthcoming sister ship to deliver market-beating 
economies of scale. The last thing P&O wanted was DHB 
using the new £150m ship’s arrival as an excuse to bang 
on about a relatively paltry £8m it has spent to facilitate the 
vessel’s use of the Kent port. 

Especially when DHB holds some £60m of the big three 
ferry operators’ money in above-inflation tariffs, levied 
towards funding Dover’s forthcoming Terminal 2, and with 
DHB boss Bob Goldfield insisting he will chase the opera¬ 
tors for even more investment cash if necessary - berthing 
fees are tipped to have risen by 33 per cent by 2012, com¬ 
pared with 2009. 

Mr Goldfield also told the ferries recently that they only 
had their own fare discounting to blame for wavering 
revenues. But you do wonder whether it will be DHB doing 
the discounting soon. 

If P&O’s new investment doesn’t deliver and its fellow 
operators also falter, I don’t see too many other ferry oper¬ 
ators waiting to leap into berthing with Dover in the current 
climate, unless the prices moderate. 

And maybe it’s time DHB battened down the hatches on 
the PR front, too?

L&G walks 
the Walk 

FREMLIN Walk shopping centre in Maidstone 
has been bought by Legal & General’s proper¬ 
ty arm in a massive £92 million deal. 

The site has consistently bucked the declin¬ 
ing retail trend since the recession hit the UK in 
2007. The centre - on the site of the former 
Fremlins brewery - comprises 350,000 square 
feet of retail space, including a 100,000 square 
feet House of Fraser department store. 

There are a further 48 retail units, mostly 
national brands such as Zara, Laura Ashley, 
Office and Pret A Manger, plus a 760-space car 
park, all of which are believed to have helped 
Fremlin Walk defy the economic downturn. 

Former co-owners Europa Capital and 
SCOOP AM were delighted with the deal. 
Partner Rob Sim, said: "We have been very 
pleased with the success of investment in 
Fremlin Walk with our partners, SCOOP AM, 
as it has provided the fund with a strong 
income cash flow over the past 18-months. 

"The offer from Legal & General Property 
persuaded us to make an early sale although 
there are still value enhancement opportuni¬ 
ties in the property as we see further improve¬ 
ments in retailer demand." 

Fremlins’ former Pale Ale Brewery was 
closed in 1967 after the firm was taken over by 



rival Whitbread, but the site continued as a 
bottling and distribution centre and even 
included some upgrading in the 1980s before 
re-development and the opening of the shop¬ 
ping centre in 2005.

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Rentals perfectly poised 
in 2011 property sector 


LETTINGS specialist Belvoir has 
predicted dynamic growth for resi¬ 
dential property rentals this year 
and near perfect market conditions 
for long-term investment land¬ 
lords, writes Steve Loader. 

Rents are rising as prospective home owners 
continue to face lending/mortgage barriers, job 
relocation, and an uncertain financial future. 

“Across our region, demand from tenants 
continues to grow and exceeds supply as many 
consumers are deciding to rent rather than 
buy,” according to Karen and Peter Huane, 
who run the Belvoir office in Rochester. 

“Consumers are feeling the pinch, still wor¬ 
ried about the impact of cutbacks and a possi¬ 
ble ongoing recession, and deciding it’s wise to 
wait before committing themselves to a long¬ 
term house purchase. 

“We are seeing a rise in residential lettings, 
which I believe will continue throughout 2011 
and, with rental values expected to continue a 
pattern of steady growth as the year goes on, 
it’s never been a better time to be either a 
landlord, or indeed a tenant, with all the secu¬ 


rity which comes with renting.” 

Latest research by the Association of 
Residential Lettings Agents shows nationwide 
demand for rental properties has rocketed to 
an eight-year high. More than 70 per cent of 
letting agents across the UK report surging 
demand, reaching double that experienced in 
2007 at the peak of the property boom. 

Belvoir is a nationwide group handling a 
property portfolio worth up to £3bn and MD 
Dorian Gonsalves feels the impact of the 
Government’s comprehensive spending review 
will have a significant impact on the market. 

He said: “With hundreds of thousands of 
public sector job cuts planned for 2011 and 
families on lower incomes facing dramatic 
benefit reductions, there will be less ability or 
willingness to commit to a mortgage. 

“I believe these exceptional market condi¬ 
tions, which include falling property prices, 
continued low interest rates and unprecedent¬ 
ed tenant demand, will provide a major boost 
to the residential property market and a fan¬ 
tastic opportunity for long-term investment 
landlords.” 

Reviewing 2010, his firm highlighted: 

• Exponential growth in rental requirements, 


with an over-supply of prospective tenants and 
an under-supply of landlords. 

• Due to the slow down in residential proper¬ 
ty sales, many estate agents entered the let¬ 
tings market with no prior expert knowledge 
of the sector, leading to increased competition 
for quality properties and difficulties in some 
areas. 

And looking ahead to 2011: 

• Lettings will grow - Belvoir predicts rents 
will increase by 5-10 per cent this year. 

• Renting will be the preferred alternative to 
home ownership, allowing greater mobility. As 
we come out of recession, people will feel more 
comfortable about changing jobs and become 
increasingly mobile in their search for the 
right work. 

• Residential sales will struggle for the fore¬ 
seeable future as banks maintain a tough line 
on lending and mortgages. 

• Long-term investors in buy-to-let property 
will attract much needed private capital in the 
local residential property market. With the 
scaling down of Government schemes such as 
Homebuy, new initiatives will be needed to 
increase the flow of properties onto the market 
and keep the recovery on track.

He said: “Most of my goals are private, but 
apart from keeping my card, I really want to 
make the Race to Dubai final at the end of the 
year for the top-60 on the rankings.”

Team set for a bumpy ride in 
treacherous powerboat race

A TEAM from Kent have signed up for an 
event billed as the world’s toughest and 
longest powerboat race. 

Team 26 announced this week they would be 
entering the Cowes-Monte Carlo Grand Prix, 
scheduled to be held in 2013. 

It is only the second time the race has been 
staged, following on from the inaugural run¬ 
ning in 1972. 

At 2,400 miles, the course is split into 14 
stages up to 300 nautical miles long, which will 


see teams at sea for up to seven hours a day. 

Team 26, who are based in Edenbridge, have 
joined an international field from across 
Europe who have already signed up. 

It is a new test for the team, who broke a 
world speed record for their class in November 
by averaging more than 100 miles per hour at 
Coniston Water in Cumbria. 

Daniel Cramphom, from Canterbury, and 
Kim Collins will pilot the 43-foot powerboat 
along with veteran offshore racer Craig Barrie, 


who works for US boat manufacturers Donzi. 

Cramphom said: “To be given the privilege 
of competing in a Donzi in what I’m sure will 
be the world’s greatest powerboat race is as 
good as it gets. 


“The race will obviously be the biggest chal¬ 
lenge we’ve faced, but with the help of Craig’s 
experience and our great support crew, there 
really is only one position we plan on being in 
when we cross the line in Monte Carlo.”

which will look at revenue generating. 

“I think it is a good opportunity for Phil to 
work within the professional sphere and add 
value to the coaching department in a way 
that perhaps we haven’t to this point.” 


Kennedy aims to retain chairman’s seat 


CHAIRMAN George Kennedy insists he has 
unfinished business and intends to stand 
for re-election at Kent’s Annual General 
Meeting. 

The club chairman, who has been in office 
for three years, has come under fire from a 
section of the Kent membership during an 
uncertain period at St Lawrence which has 
seen the county lose more than £1.5 
million in the last two financial 
years. 

Kent are due to post a record 
profit in February for this financial 
year, which is down to the sale of

two plots of land, and although tempered by 
the news there will still be a significant oper¬ 
ational loss, Kennedy is certain he is the man 
to lead the county forward. 

“I came in at a time when the recession 
was just hitting and we had to make some 
pretty tough decisions and make redundan¬ 
cies and it has been hard, but I really feel as 
though we are on the right track now and I 
would be very disappointed if I wasn’t able 
to carry on at this stage,” he said. “But it’s 
the will of the members and that’s all that 
really matters. Whatever happens, I’ll still 
support Kent.” 

Final nominations for election were due 
on Saturday, which looks to have 
come too soon for Kent mem¬ 
ber Graham Holland who was 


hoping to stand for election to the commit¬ 
tee and unseat one of either Kennedy, 
Graham Johnson or Joe Rice. 

Holland didn’t meet the rules of the club 
which state that an election candidate has to 
be a member for more than three years. 

Jamie Clifford, Kent’s chief executive, said: 
“He won’t be able to stand. This is not per¬ 
sonal against Graham Holland; we have had 
two other people in the last four or five years 
who have not been able to stand because of 
the rules of the club. I have respect for 
Graham and I’m pleased that someone 
wants to put themselves for nomination, 
which he will be able to do next year 
because he would have completed the three 
consecutive years.” 

This year’s AGM is on March 21. 



Relf took over from Farbrace as academy 
director when the latter became assistant 
coach of Sri Lanka in 2007, and has since 
seen the likes of Matt Coles, Alex Blake and 
Sam Northeast forge first-class careers with 
the county. Stepping up to work with the first- 
team and assisting Farbrace is something 
Relf, a former sports teacher at Borden 
Grammar School in Sittingboume, is looking 
forward to. 

“As a coach, just as the players have got to be 
ambitious, it’s important you don’t get com¬ 
fortable for too long and the good thing about 
the academy role last year was that it evolved 
and I was able to spend some time with the 
first-team, so it feels as though it is a natural 
progression to some extent,” he said. 

“I’m really pleased and it’s something I’m 
really looking forward to. The academy role 
has been something I have really enjoyed and 
that has developed my coaching massively. 

Influence 

“I’ve had great support from the club and 
been able to work with the likes of Simon 
Willis, Graham Ford, Farby obviously and also 
some of the senior players like Simon Cook, 
James Tredwell and Rob Key, who have all 
had an influence. Those sorts of players have 
really helped develop my coaching.” 

After Kent’s relegation to Division Two of 
the County Championship, Relf believes com¬ 
bining his role as a full-time analyst will be 
beneficial, particularly to the youthful ele¬ 
ment of the squad. 

He said: “Having someone on board full¬ 
time that is able to access footage will be 
important, especially as we will be coming up 
against sides that we haven’t faced for 12 
months and playing on grounds that we 
haven’t done for a couple of years. 

“Our job as coaches is to provide the play¬ 
ers with as much information as possible 
and then it’s down to them if they take that 
on board or not.

MOTORBASE Performance have retained 
the services of multiple race winner Mat 
Jackson for the 2011 British Touring Car 
Championship (BTCC), writes Tom Howard. 

The team had to fight off competition from 
the works Chevrolet squad for Jackson’s sig¬ 
nature, but the 29-year-old has opted to pen 
a new deal with the Wrotham-based inde¬ 
pendent outfit. He will join Porsche Carrera 
Cup graduate Liam Griffin as part of 
Motorbase’s three-pronged Ford Focus-led 
attack on the championship. 

Jackson, who drove for Motorbase last year, 
is one of the BTCC’s most promising drivers 
with 12 race wins, including a triumph dur¬ 
ing the rain at the early season meeting at 
Brands Hatch last year.

Gills stalwart Nicky Southall on his rollercoaster career at Priestfield and the transition to coaching 



THE softly-spoken accent may 
still betray his upbringing in the 
North East, but Nicky Southall 
went native as an adopted south¬ 
erner long ago. 

The cultured midfielder had a playing 
career which took in more than 700 games 
and lasted almost two decades. It included a 
season in the Premier League with Bolton 
and a lengthy stay at Nottingham Forest, 
but Gillingham provided him with his most 
memorable moments. 

Now in his fourth spell at Priestfield, this 
time as a player/coach, Southall is happy to 
be back at a club which has held a special 
hold on him ever since he first joined in 1997. 

The initial move was provoked by prob¬ 
lems at Grimsby Town, although Southall, 
who turns 39 next week, admits his knowl¬ 
edge of Gillingham was fairly limited when 
he left for Kent. 

“I had played nearly 200 games in four 
years at Hartlepool so I had been a first- 
team regular from a very young age,” he 
said. “I went to Grimsby and played a lot 
under Brian Laws, but when Alan Buckley 
came in he wanted his own players and I 
found myself frozen out. 

“I didn’t enjoy the experience and 
Gillingham came in for me and it gave me a 
new lease of life. I never looked back really 
and it was Gillingham which got me out of 
that situation. 

New world 

“Being a northern lad you hear about the 
north/south divide. I didn’t really know where 
Gillingham was when I first heard they were 
interested, just that it was down south. 

“You think it’s in London and then you go 
past it and you think ‘oh God, why am I 
going here?’ Being from the North East it 
opened my eyes to a whole new world, obvi¬ 
ously there were bigger and better things 
away from Middlesbrough where I was born 
and brought up. For me I just fell in love 
with the place and the fans made me feel 
really welcome. 

“The first spell [1997-2001] I really enjoyed, it 
was a great bunch of lads and 
it was a great time for the lads with the play-off 
finals and getting into the Championship. 
When you have those moments at clubs it real¬ 
ly makes you want more. It was a place where 
things happened for me and I enjoyed it.”

Southall played a key role in the brightest 
moments of the club’s history, playing at 
Wembley twice in 12 months and helping 
establish the Gills in the Championship. 
There were also lows and he joined Forest 
shortly after they relegated Gillingham on a 
traumatic final day of the 2004/05 season. 

While dropping out of the Championship 
signalled the end of his second stint at 
Priestfield, the conclusion to his third spell 
in 2009 left an equally bad taste for him 
individually. 

After falling out of favour with Mark 
Stimson earlier in the season, he was 


reunited with former Gills team-mate and 
manager Andy Hessenthaler in a loan spell 
at Dover Athletic. Such a move usually her¬ 
alded a swift end to Gillingham careers dur¬ 
ing Stimson’s stay, but Southall impressively 
worked his way back into the side after a 
month in the Ryman Premier League. 

He went on to feature in 35 of Gillingham’s 
46 league games to help them into the play¬ 
offs. It was widely known his contract would 
not be renewed, but he was denied a glorious 
farewell after surprisingly being left out of 
the Wembley squad. 

It was a devastating blow at the time, but 
now Southall has had a taste of life as a 
coach, he views it differently. 

“It was hard not being involved in the 
final,” he said. “I played a lot of games that 
season and think I had made a big contribu¬ 
tion in getting them there. When I look back 
and reflect maybe there were a few things 
in the papers I said [which I shouldn’t have] 
but at the time I felt like that towards the 
last manager. 

Worrying 

“Looking in from the outside you can see 
[Stimson] had his decisions to make, just like 
we have decisions to make now as a coaching 
staff, so maybe I see the reasons why he did¬ 
n’t select me. When you’re on the other side of 
the fence it is hard to take that on board and 
maybe a few things were said, but I felt very 
disappointed with the way things happened.” 

Coming back last summer with 
Hessenthaler has allowed Southall the 
chance to renew his bond with the club. 
Coaching has been a new challenge with a 
steep learning curve, but one which has 
paid off so far. 

“It’s been enjoyable and has certainly 
opened my eyes to how the other side goes,” 
he said. “As a player you just turn up, do 
your training and leave, but as a coach 
there’s a lot more organisation and worrying 
about all sorts of things - what the weather’s 
going to be like for training, what numbers 
you’re going to have, whether anyone’s turn¬ 
ing in ill or injured. 

“It’s definitely an 8.30am to 11pm kind of a 
job because you get phone calls all the time 
about players so your phone never stops ring¬ 
ing. It’s good though, I’m really enjoying it.” 


Fleet loan signing aims to impress 


MIDFIELDER Conor Okus 
has experienced a roller¬ 
coaster ride already this sea¬ 
son but the teenager believes 
he can bring stability to the 
Ebbsfleet United engine- 
room, writes Steve Tervet. 

Signed on a month’s loan 
from League One Dagenham 
& Redbridge, Okus, 19, has 
been thrown straight into the 
Fleet side after a frustrating 
period on the sidelines at 
Victoria Road and is desper¬ 
ate to impress during his stay 
in north Kent. 

A product of the West Ham 


United Academy, Okus was 
released last summer but said 
the Premier League experi¬ 
ence would stand him in good 
stead.

Chairman considering ap p eal against RFU 
ruling as Maidstone are hit with 50-p oint 
deduction and fined £2,000 over incident 

which cost Gravesend p la yer his right ev e

MAIDSTONE Rugby Club are 
considering an appeal against the 
50-point deduction and £2,000 
fine handed down to them for the 
eye-gouge incident which blinded 
Gravesend’s Clarence Harding in 
one eye. 

At a Rugby Football Union disciplinary 
hearing on Wednesday, the club were found 
guilty of conduct prejudicial to the interests 
of the union and/or the game after Harding 
lost the sight in his right eye during a Kent 
Cup tie between the clubs a year ago. 

Investigate 

As it was the first case of its kind to be 
ruled on by the RFU, it is likely to become a 
test case in the sport. 

The charge of failing to fully investigate an 
allegation of serious foul play was not prose¬ 
cuted, however, although the points deduc¬ 
tion will almost certainly see Maidstone rel¬ 
egated for a second season running. 


“We’re devastated about it,” said Maidstone 
chairman Andy Golding. “We’re still waiting 
for the written judgment so we won’t be mak¬ 
ing any formal response until then, but we’re 
considering our options. 

“It’s not impossible that we could avoid rel¬ 
egation, but it would be highly unlikely 
“The RFU were very complimentary about 
the way we conducted ourselves throughout 
and they were impressed with the profes¬ 
sional aspect of the club, so there were some 
positives to come out of it.” 

Initial investigations by Maidstone and 
the police were unable to identify which 
player had injured Harding. 

An RFU hearing in November found 
Maidstone player Matt lies not guilty of the 
act, although they ruled Harding had been 


deliberately gouged by a Maidstone player. 

Mike Rees QC, who chaired the three-man 
panel at Wednesday’s hearing, concluded by 
saying: “Players who commit serious acts of 
misconduct on the field of play must realise 
that such acts can have serious repercus¬ 
sions for a club as a whole. 

“In these changing times, clubs must 
accept a greater responsibility for the 
conduct of its members, including on the 
field of play. 

“The panel acknowledge that Maidstone 
gave great assistance to both the police and 
the RFU during their investigations into this 
matter.” 

The deduction would leave the club on -22 
points, 37 from safety, before Saturday’s 
game against Old Elthamians. 


Kent’s hopes of signing an 
overseas player ‘unlikely’

HOPES of signing an overseas player at Kent 
looks likely to depend on revenue generated 
from this year’s Friends Provident t20 tour¬ 
nament, writes Glenn Pearson. 

With Kent set to announce a significant 
operating loss again this year, despite a bot¬ 
tom line profit of more than £1 million due to 
the sale of two pieces of land at St Lawrence, 
the budget for players remains tight. 

Chief executive Jamie Clifford said bring¬ 
ing in an overseas star would be “unlikely” 
while chairman George Kennedy, currently 
in Australia, is fearful of signing a player for 
just a short period of the summer as the star 
would be likely to command a hefty wage. 

He said: “I can’t bring myself to spend a 
small fortune on bringing someone in for just 
a few matches, but if the right player became 
available at the right stage of the season and 
it would help the squad, then we’d have to 
have a look at it 

“Having got the finances to pretty well 
where we want them, I’d hate to blow it all by 
saying 'let’s go after one of the big stars’, but 
we’ll never say never.” 

Finances dictated that Kent couldn’t sign 
one of their top targets, Wayne Parnell, when 
push came to shove last week - as exclusive¬ 
ly revealed in this newspaper. 

Instead, as Kent did in 2009 when they 
signed Parnell for the t20 competition, bring¬ 
ing in an overseas player will only happen if 
finances improve and the team are in need of 
a boost in a tournament that’s likely to be 
high on the agenda this summer. 

Clifford said: “I don’t think it’s quite black 
and white, but it’s unlikely. It may be that 
we get the floodlights up and we have huge 
crowds and suddenly we are in a better 
place financially; then we’d look at it again. 


We are holding our fire and assessing it on 
an ongoing basis, but I think the key word is 
‘unlikely’, but who knows?” 

Meanwhile, Kennedy has backed head 
coach Paul Farbrace to revive the club’s per¬ 
formances on the pitch after a difficult year in 
which Kent were relegated from Division 
One of the County Championship and failed 
to qualify in the t20 or Clydesdale Bank 40. 

He said: “Next season I really think we’ll 
see Farby’s team. 


“Last year he inherited a team that had 
several South Africans, but we’ve backed 
Farby all the way; I think he is a terrific 
coach and has been doing a good job. The 
club are very happy with him and he under¬ 
stands that finances at the club are still 
going to be tight. 

“While we haven’t said no to an overseas 
player yet, on the other hand we haven’t got 
anybody lined up either, but there may be 
some opportunities as time goes by.”
